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SPEECH BY THE EXECUTIVE MAYOR AT TABLING OF IDP & BUDGET

BACKGROUND 

It is a great honour and privilege to present the reviewed Integrated 
Development Plan and the Medium Term Budget of the municipality. 

The IDP and Budget is presented at the most critical time, when there is a 
growing demand tor municipal services, amidst unemployment and poverty, 
and the ever increasing cost of living. 

From the addresses of the Hon President Jacob Zuma during the State of the 
Nation Address, follov/ed by Premier’s of Provinces, and the Budget 
Statement of the Minister of Finance, it is clear that we need to use the 
National Development Plan as a point of departure if we are to deal 
efficiently and effectively with the triple challenges of poverty, 
unemployment and inequality, that we face as a nation. 

Thus, activities aimed at stimulating, rejuvenating and attracting investment 
to our city becomes crucial. Moreover, we need to lower the cost of living for 
households, reduce the cost of doing business for entrepreneurs in our 
municipal area, yet ensuring that the fiscal sustainability of our municipality is 
not negated. In addition we must continue on ourstated path of uniocking 
growth and development through capita! and infrastructure investment. 
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THE DEVELOPMENT AGENDA 

I may state, that these principles have been captured in our IDP. When we 
tabled the 5 year strategie agenda tor the SPM in March 2012, we aligned 
the IDP with all policy documents, including that ot the Province and the 
District development plans. 

The development strategy and issues ot focus as detailed in the IDP, remains 
valid today and needs no change, except tor refinements where required. In 
line with that strategy we focussed our implementation plans primarily on 
improving the bulk infrastructure needs of our city so as to uniock 
development. Based on the work that is underway and upon completion 
thereof, a basis will have been laid to enable growth tor the next 20-25 years. 

These bulk projects which started in 201 1/12 are either complete or nearing 
completion. 

So tor example, the upgrade of 3 electrical substations are 100% complete, a 
further 3 have 80-90% completion status, whilst the waste water facility 
upgrades at Ritchie and Beaconsfield have also been completed, to name 
but a few. The interventions in the water sector are underway with further 
work being planned in the next financial year. 

Since these bulk projects are well on track, it is opportune to refocus 
emphasis to the reticulation and other infrastructure of our city, the detail of 
which I will outline later herein. 

Furthermore, the IDP prioritises and emphasises the need to upgrade all 
informal settlements. To that end the planning and surveying processes at 
Diamond Park (in Greenpoint) has been completed whilst some adjustment is 
needed in the layout plans tor Colville. The installation of services in Ritchie 
are also currently underway as are the electrification programmes in areas 
such as Donkerhoek, Tswelelang and Greenpoint. 

The development of houses in Ritchie, Dunston and Phutanang were 
completed with additional funds being availed to SPM to do more. 

What these examples indicate, is that the improvement project is well 
underway. 

The management of our finances has improved considerably, resulting in our 
ability to consider future capita! projects with confidence. SPM is a clear 
example of how financial stability can lay the basis for new opportunity. 
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It is thus with pleasure that I can confirm that in this budget we will increase 
our own contribution to capita! trom R12 nnillion to a considerable R89 million. 
This will boost our capita! expenditure to a total of R239 nnillion tor the 2013/14 
financial year and will speed up the innplementation of the priorities as 
outlined in the IDP. 

THE ECONOMY 

The economy of Sol Plaatje Municipality in 2004 was approxinnately R 1 0, 2 
billion. By 201 1 it had grown to R20, 7 billion. In that period unemployment 
had dropped by almost 10%. 

In the same period educational levels had increased with persons with a 
matric certificate increasing to almost 30% and persons with tertiary 
education increasing to just over 10%. 

Al! this was achieved in a situation where the population grew from 201 ,000 
to 248,000 in the same period. 

These are profound indicators of an economy that has considerable 
potential, notwithstanding the worldwide economie recession that prevailed 
since 2008, complicated by the negative impact of the moratorium on 
development during the same period. 

Information obtained from economie projections suggests that the SPM 
economy will grow to R27, 387 billion by 2014. 

The question is whether even more growth is possible? 

Noting the considerable effort that is underway to improve bulk infrastructure 
with the aim to uniock further growth, and the various commercial projects 
being considered in and around the city (such as the solar projects, the 
barley and biscuit factory in Modder river, new hospita! developments, office 
parks, etc) as well as the establishment of the new university within the 
municipal boundaries, we can confidently declare that SPM is well 
positioned to play a major role in the economie life of our country. 

In order to achieve that, we need unity of purpose and clarity of Vision. The 
various ideas and projects as outlined in our IDP seek to underscore these 
objectives. 

However we need to stimulate this process and in the budget we table here 
today a sum of R3m is availed for the revitalisation of the inner CBD. A small 
portion of the amount will need to be availed to conduct research on the 
direction that we need to take to diversify the city’s economy. We need to 
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develop the primary sector as well as stimulating and developing the 
secondary sectors so as to reduce the reliance on the tertiary sector. We 
have previously asked business to discuss these matters but to date nothing 
has been torthcoming as to possible interventions. 


THE IDP PRIORITIES 

As indicated earlier, this is the tabling of the reviewed IDP of the municipality 
and the tabling of the annual budget of the municipality tor the 2013 
Medium Term Revenue and Expenditure Framework. 

I did mention earlier that the IDP adopted in 2012 remains relevant, but we 
have sought to refine some aspects thereof. The key performance areas 
have not changed. What is standing out in the IDP is still the issue of bulk 
infrastructure improvements, upgrade of existing infrastructure tor improved 
service delivery, sustaining the financial management achievements, 
improve capita! expenditure, reduced wastage in the process of service 
delivery and relationship management tor local economie development. 

The municipality had identified the following priority areas to be addressed 
during the IDP cycle: 

• Financial planning and management 

• Human Resources Management 

• Developing the Space Economy comprising of 

o Strengthening critical connections 

o Maintain and enhance Kimberly and existing outlying settlements 
as sustainable, attractive centres of living, services and work 
within their existing footprints 

• Strengthen the Kimberley CBD as the heart of the city and municipality 

• Ensure good access to the Central Business District and between 
neighbourhoods 

• Strengthen neighbourhood centres tor convenience 

• Prioritise improvements to the disadvantaged areas while making the 
benefits of Kimberley more broadly available 

• Maximise the capacity and economie potential of the river volleys 

In pursuance of these themes many projects are identified. 

The upgrading of our informal settlements will be given o further boost in the 
2013/14 financial year with the prioritisation of planning and surveying of 
stands in areas such as Ivory Park in Roodepan, Kutiwanong and Promised 
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Land in Galeshewe, and Santa Centre near Homestead. The intention is to 
prepare about 1 136 stands in these areas tor installation of services tor the 
eventual building of BNG housing. 

Even if housing allocations are insufficiënt the servicing of sites will address the 
issue of security of tenure and access to basic services. 

It is our intention to repeat this process annually until all needs are finalised. 

Furthermore in pursuance of the upgrading of informal settlements, RIO 
nnillion will be spent to provide electrification in Diamond Park in Greenpoint 
and tor the in fill houses in Galeshewe. 

A further R7.8 million will be availed to provide water and sanitation services 
at Collville tor 1 50 stands and at Freedom Park in Ritchie. 

The Informal settlement at Phomolong in Galeshewe is mainly occupied by 
civil servants who are also in need of housing. For some time now the needs 
of middle income families had been neglected. As a focussed strategy the 
sum of R2.2 million will be used to put in water and sanitation services with the 
aim of selling these as serviced sites for owner built housing. The income 
derived trom such sales will be reinvested to develop more sites so as to 
progressively meet the demands of middle income earners. 

All of these actions, though separate, aim to realise our intentions of 
developing the informal settlements and ensuring a better life for our citizens. 

The Minister of Water Affairs, the Flonourable Edna Molewa, has reminded us 
of the tact that water is a scarce resource in South Africa and particularly a 
concern for specific regions in the country. We should not let water run down 
and waste for no apparent reasons. It is for this reason that the water zone 
metering project remains key in the short term. This project will enable the 
municipality to build data which will be turned info usable Information on 
water management, trom the extraction of water trom the river, it’s 
purification, storage and distribution and sale at all points. 

The installation of pressure release valves will also result in reduced bursts and 
leaks thereby reducing losses. The project is budgeted for in the current 
financial year and is likely to commence by June 2013 with a further 
allocation of R13m in the period thereafter to continue the intervention. But 
Zone metering cannot alone arrest the huge water losses. The leakages at 
meters are equally a huge problem. Accordingly R15 million over 3 years is 
budgeted for meter replacements so as to deal with meter leakages. This has 
huge benefits, for both the municipality and the consumer out there. 
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We have previously done considerable w/ork at Riverton in terms of installation 
of 5 new low level punnps that extract water fronn the river. In the next phase 
we ore budgeting tor the installation of severol new high lift pumps tor which 
the sum of R8m is availed. By 201 4 we will have finalised the upgrade of the 
most important elements in the entire water management process. 

On the bulk electricity side the remoining two substations will be upgraded at 
a combined cost of R41 .1 million. The Hall Street substation that partially burnt 
down in 2012 will olso be upgraded. A new substation will be set up at 
Midlands near Roodepan with the aim of servicing that area, Lerato Park and 
parts of Goleshewe, thereby enabling new developments in these areas, as 
well as reducing the lood flow at the Goleshewe substation. 


We are olso raising the importance of deoling with environmentol issues. The 
landfill site is already being attended to in the current financial year but a 
further allocation of R1 m is mode in the next budget. We need to come out 
strong in dealing with illegal dumping and the degradation of our 
environment. If each persen can take responsibility to keep the surroundings 
clean, the whole city can become clean. We are pledging our continued 
support to “Keep Kimberley Clean". We ore here to support such 
endeavours. Phambili nge “keep Kimberley clean” phambili. However I must 
insist that the Keep Kimberley Clean Project olso needs to make a paradigm 
shift and involve schools and school children trom various townships. 

The Northern Cape has been described as a semi-desert area with rood and 
other infrostructure designed tor such conditions. With the advent of global 
warming and the consequent changes in the climatic conditions, we have 
experienced mossive roins, winds, and storms causing devastation that leave 
families destitute. In SPM we are dealing with inadequate storm water 
drainage systems in Goleshewe, Greenpoint and several other low lying 
areas, and our current interventions to improve the storm water drainage 
capacity will bring relief to the people living in these so called low lying areas 
that are prone to flooding. 

The conditions of our roods have also deteriorated under these changed 
weather conditions resulting in countless potholes developing. Despite 
repoiring over 60 000 potholes the situatiën remains bad. Accordingly 
something more drastic is needed. In this budget it is proposed that a further 
R35 million is availed in the Capital budget of the roods department taking 
the total ovailoble funds to R43m to fund projects on resealing, resurfacing 
and rehabilitation of roods in the municipality. It is estimated that with such 
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interventions approximately 30 km of rood surfaces can be profected. Of 
course follow up acfions will be required. This has never been done before, 
and it has been made possible by the improvements in financial 
management, revenue collection and cash flow management in the recent 
past. 

The state of our rental stock and flats also need attention. Most of these 
facilities are more than 30 years in existence and are in need of upgrading. 

As to housing developments we await formal allocations trom COGHSTA. 
However based on commitments made we are preparing to build additional 
houses as follows: Ritchie (100) Galeshewe infill (50) Phutanang (90) Soul City 
Rectification (150) and rental stock (50). 

We also wish to proceed on the path of availing land for middle income 
buyers and plan to service 120 sites in Southridge and 9 sites in Homestead, 
but we will only be able to proceed once funding allocations are confirmed 
by COGHSTA, although preliminary commitments have been made. 

The same applies to the installation of water and sanitation services at a cost 
of R31 .7m in Fraser Moleketi in Ritchie as well as in Motswedimosa. 

We have budgeted the sum of R8 million to improve all these facilities. The 
flats at Roodepan are in particularly bad state. The problem is that cosmetic 
improvements will not be sufficiënt. The flats are built on clay with inadequate 
reinforcements of the foundations. We are currently discussing the matter 
with COGHSTA with the intention of doing more substantive work in this 
regard. 

Our cemetaries are reaching tuil capacity and as a pre-emptive measure we 
started the development of a new cemetery in Phutanang. Some work is 
currently underway to establish proper ablutiën facilities, a road and so on. To 
finalise these projects a further RIO million is availed. 

I may add that in our IDP the cemetery is currently referred to as the Sol 
Plaatje cemetery. We will need to finalise its naming soon. 

In order to improve on service delivery we need to equip our personnel with 
appropriate tools of trade. Some of our vehicles are so old that parts do not 
exist for them impacting negatively on service delivery. We previously 
embarked on a process to renew all front line service delivery vehicles. To 
date 44 such vehicles were acquired whilst a further 1 6 specialized once will 
be received in the next few months. These are very expensive and 
specialised service vehicles such as compactors, graders and aerial 
platforms. We have recently seen how the acquisition of a high pressure 
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suction and blasting vehicle speedily deals with sewer blockages resulting in 
connplaints dropping drannatically. We aim to improve on this next year by 
budgeting a further R8 million to progressively address these problems. 


OTHER MAHERS 

Our people are our pride. As they wear the Sol Plaatje Local Municipality 
Logo in the streets of this municipality, I would like to remind them that, the 
logo bears very serious words, words of selflessness, words of dedication, 
words that reflect passion and compassion; words that shape the future of 
this municipality, words that say “We Serve”. 

On this score Mr. Speaker, I must allude to the South African Local 
Government Bargaining Agreement signed in April 2010 with effective date 
of 1 July of the same year, which resolved on the local government 
employee grading. The municipality, staff, union and Councillors are working 
tirelessly that the Task System, which is a new way of defining a job 
descripfion and associated remuneration levels, gets to implementation. 

Mr. Speaker, the Task System was agreed upon for implementation with 
effect from 1 April 2013 and the initial stage of implementation is beginning 
and will conclude in May. The impact of the changes will be reported 
through the relevant channels of the municipality. We encourage staff and 
unions to work together in this regard and be united, speak with the same 
voice for the benefit of those affected, the municipality and the community 
we serve. 

BUDGET POLICIES 

Mr. Speaker, to make the above a reality, it was necessary to revise and 
amend some of the budget related policies as follows; 

• A R3 750.00 threshold of total household income for Indigent persons is 
recommended, and we are targeting 15 000 households to be 
registered and benefit from Pree Basic Services. There are no proposed 
changes on the quantum’s for free basic service i.e. 50kwH of 
electricity, 6kl of water, free basic sanitation per month and refuse 
removal at least once a week to be extended to all verified indigents 
households 

• A new clause in the Customer Care, Credit Control and Debt 
Collection policy is proposed as means and efforts to secure the 
revenue of the municipality. A change is proposed that should a 
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consumer be in arrears for an undue period SPM should be able to 
install a prepaid nneterso as to control consumption. A prepaid meter 
gives power to the consumer as he can control his consumption and 
the expenditure at the same time. It also assists the consumer in 
avoiding arrears that will become unaffordable and become a threat 
to the customer. 

• All other policies remain the same, but are included as annexure to the 
budget. 


BUDGET OVERVIEW 

Mr. Speaker, it is with honor that I now table the “Annual Budget tor the 
201 3/14 MTREF” of the municipality. 

We table a budget with projected revenue being Rl, 592 billion and 
expenditure being Rl ,495 billion. We are thus budgeting for a surplus of R96,9 
million rand. 

In the same year we table a capita! budget of R238,867 million. This has been 
made possible by improved management of our resources. It the surplus 
materialises as projected we will be able to repeat this annually and 
progressively address the infrastructure needs of our city. 

The budget book contains the details in the outer years of the medium term 
revenue and expenditure framework which in essence maintain this trend. 

The total budget as indicated above reflects the following about the 
municipality: 

• That both the operational expenditure and capita! expenditure 
budgets are fully funded with a projected surplus of R96,947 million for 
2013/14 and in the outer years, R 103,492 million and R 136, 195 million for 
2014/15 and 2015/1 6 respectively 

• The municipality is committed to spend within the approved budgets 

• The municipality will obtain positive cash and investment balances 

• Stable collection rate between 85% and 90% is anticipated 

• The municipality will continue to maintain a stable credit outlook 
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The operational expenditure alluded to above, is set to fund expenditure as 
follows:

Capital Budget 

The Capital budgets focal point remains the bulk infrastructure but with shift 
towards reticulation infrastructure in conning years. Visible strides have been 
made especially with regards to water, sanitation and electricity. With all the 
achievements made we are enabled to extend basic services to the greater 
Sol Plaatje Local Residents. In the 2013/14 financial year, we have various 


projects on provisioning of basic water, sanitation and electricity and a 
renewed focus on our roods. 
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The total capita! budget of the nnunicipality tor 201 3/1 4 is R238,867 million 
funded as follows; 

Own funds R89 million 

Loon R54,l million 

Conditional grants and subsidies R95,8 million 

Over the next 3 years we will spend close to R500m in capita! projects 

The details of the planned projects are included in the IDP document, some 
of which I had outlined here today. 

TARIFF SEHING: 

In my introductory remarks I have alluded to the need to lower the cost of 
living tor households and reduce the cost of doing business in our municipal 
area. Conducting our business as council in an efficiënt manner takes us a 
long way on this path. The tact that revenue collection has improved helps in 
this regard. Accordingly it has been possible to limit tariffs settings within 
reasonable bounds. 

Of course we are also embarking on a path to introducé the Inclined Block 
Tariff setting method tor residential users of electricity and time of use tariffs 
tor large users of electricity. This will mean that tariffs are set based on the 
units consumed by residential users in an incremental way whilst tor large 
users the tariff will depend on whether the consumption of electricity is during 
peak times or non peak times. 

Thus a small household using about 200 units, is likely to see it’s electricity bill 
reducing substantially by about R 1 06. A household using about 800 units will 
see a saving of about R59 on it’s electricity bill. But these are only projections. 

To fund the above budget, the following tariff increases are proposed

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Honorable Speaker, the draft recommendations of this budget are contained 
in Section 3 of the Budget Book, and will be dealt with when the budget is 
presented to Council tor adoption. 

I would like to propose that when the public participation process unfold 
these issues be thoroughiy discussed. The time table tor public participation 
on the revised IDP and Budget is set tor the middle of April. These inputs will 
need to be considered and factored in before we finalise the budget. 

I invite all Councillors including MAYCO members and other Committee 
Chairpersons to be part of this process and the Municipal Manager and the 
Executive Directors to support all these meetings. 

CONCLUSION 

In conclusion I wish to thank all those officials who work hard to render a 
better service to our citizens. I urge those who do not do so, to put their 
shoulder to the wheel. Let's work together, to ensure that a world class City 
develops, which becomes a destinotion of choice. I also wish to thank all 
those personnel members who worked hard to put this IDP and budget 
together. 

I thank my fellow councillors in the Mayco for their support and unwavering 
commitment to the people of SPM. 

I thank members of this council and the public out there for their continuous 
support. 

Previously we started writing a new story for our city. Today we continued on 
that path. 

I hereby table the IDP, the Budget as stipulated on the agenda

Purpose

Background 

The municipal Council was presented with the proposed budget, policies (only those with 
amendments) as well as proposed tariffs in the meeting that took place on the 27‘^ of March 
2013. 

Subsequent to this, public meetings were held under the leadership of the Executive Mayor 
and Councillors at various venues across the municipal areas where inputs were received 
from the public at large. Many of these inputs were general comments, some specific 
request all of which were noted. Some were already accommodated in the budget whilst 
some needs were further discussed and included. 

The Council also had an opportunity to engage politically on the budget, policies and tariffs. 
National Treasury, through the Budget Benchmark Exercise submitted their comments on 
the budget in terms of compliance, and how the budget and IDP Review could be improved. 

All stakeholder inputs were taken into account in finalizing this budget for purposes of 
approval. A summary of the essential changes are annexed herewith. The changes also 
include changes to allocations of revenue. 

It should be noted also, that an application for tariff increases for electricity has since been 
submitted to NERSA, and a response is still being awaited. 

Section 24 (2) of the MFMA requires municipal Council to approve the budget 30 days 
before the start of the budget year being 1 July 2013. It is for this reason that the budget is 
being tabled.

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1. THE EXECUTIVE SUMMARY 

The 2013/14 Medium Term Revenue and Expenditure Framework proposes o totol 
Consolidated budget of R1 741 281 937 and it includes programs and projects that are aimed 
at achieving the Municipality’s strategie objectives. 

In 201 1/12 and 201 2/13 major emphasis was placed at increasing bulk capacity tor electricity 
and sanitation and upgrade of water reticulation with special emphasis on reducing 
unaccounted tor water loss. In the 2013/14 MTREF a shift is seen to focus on roods and storm- 
water infrastructure as well as the upgrade of electricity network tor the distribution of 
increased capacity. 

The key pillars adopted in this MTREF are that of creating o conducive and enabling 
environment to attract new investment and retain existing investment tor job creation 
opportunities of our people. 

The 2013/14 is informed by the municipality’s financial management strategy with emphasis 
on affordability and long term sustainability. The budget hos also been prepared in ferms of 
guidelines according to Circular 66. In addition, the budget format has been informed by the 
Municipal Budget and Reporting Regulations. 


In view of the aforementioned, the following table is a Consolidated overview of the 
proposed 2013/14 Medium-term Revenue and Expenditure Framework:

From the table above, the following summaries can be drawn; 

• Tofal operating revenue has increased by 0.66 per cent or RIO.5 million tor the 
2013/14 financial year when compared to the 2012/13 Adjustment Budget. 

• For the two outer years, operational revenue will increase by 6 and 7.8 per cent 
respectively, equating to a total revenue growth of R240.4 million over the MTREF 
when compared to the 2012/13 financial year. 

• Tofal operafing expendifure for the 2012/13 financial year has been appropriafed af 
R1 .4 billion and franslates info a budgeted surplus of R1 10.8 million. 

• When compared to the 2012/13 Adjustment Budget, operational expenditure has 
grown by 4.98 per cent in the 2013/14 budget and by 6.69 and 6.61 per cent for each 
of the respective outer years of the MTREF. 

• The operating surplus for fhe fwo outer years steadily increases to R107 million and 
R135 million respectively. These surpluses will be used to fund Capital expenditure and 
to further ensure cash backing of reserves and funds. 

• The Capital budget of R238.8 million for 2013/14 is 12.98 per cent less when compared 
to the 2012/13 Adjustment Budget. 

• The Capital programme decreases to R1 14.2 million in the 2014/15 financial year and 
fhen increases in 2015/16 to R 133.2 million.

All of the above strategie priorities have been funded to the extent of funds availability in the 
2013/14 MTREF. 
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1.2 PAST AND CURRENT PERFORMANCE, ACHIEVEMENTS AND CHALLENGES 

Prudent financial management in the economy experiencing a high unemployment rate, 
high levels of indigents and debtor's payment days of more than 58 days can be 
challenging. Despite these challenges, the revenue and cash streams are effectively 
managed and spending decisions carefully taken. 

The credit rating was degraded not because of the changes in financial management but 
because of the sovereign being downgraded. However, amidst this downgrade, the future 
outlook of the municipality remained stable. 

The municipality's financial performance and position is sound mainly due to the following 
factors; 


• Fully funded budget with surplus projected 

• The municipality spend within the approved budgets 

• The municipality obtains positive cash and investment balances 

• Stable collection rate between 85% and 90% on average 

• The municipality continued to maintain a stable credit outlook

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1.3 DETAILED BUDGET ANALYSIS 

The municipality’s budget is split between operating revenue, operational and Capital 
expenditure. Revenue generation is accounted tor by type/source ot revenue whilst 
operational and Capital expenditure is accounted tor by type and by vote. 

Revenue generated trom sale ot electricity remains the major source. The municipality 
distributes electricity through prepaid electricity meters as well as conventional (credit) 
meters. When determining taritfs, all costs associated with the provision and delivery of 
services are taken into account on cost apportionment basis to ensure more realistic costs of 
providing the service as well as informed tariff setting. 

Revenue trom property rates is utilised to fund rates services such as maintenance of roods, 
administrative costs, engineering services of strategy design and planning as well as funding 
support functions in general. 

Operational expenditure is accounted tor based on type and vote and the table below 
presents the projected expenditure tor the 2013/14 MTREF: 

Employee costs fakes up 32.48% of operating expenditure. With salary increases above 
inflation, there is great likelihood that employee costs will continue to increase in the 
foreseeable future. The multi-year agreement on salary increases ends in 2014/15 thus 
creating huge uncertainties tor the last year of this MTREF. 

Bulk purchases tor both electricity and water takes up to 25.10% of operating expenditure. 
Given the projected increases tor the next 4 years on electricity of 8% annually, the bulk costs 
will increase reasonably as a % age of total operating budgets. Water bulk purchases are 
however, expected to increase at higher than inflation due to envisaged increases in the 
cost of bulk. This might affect the tariff determination tor water.

The rate of asset consumption (depreciation) and asset impairment is increasing as a result of 
new infrastructure created since the 201 1/12 MTREF. Depreciation will increase by 1 1 .56% 
over the 2013/14 MTREF. 
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Finance charges have decreased from R52.6 million in 201 2/1 3 to R51 .8 million in 201 3/1 4 and 
will stabilise from 201 4/1 5 at R53.6 million. This is as a result of the funds drawn from loans since 
201 1/12 which funded bulk infrasfrucfure upgrades, creation of new ossets and 
refurbishmenfs.

1 The increose in electricity tariff represenfs year on year growth in revenue as the tariff sfrucfure has complefely 
changed and if is improcfical fo express percentage increases for all tariff cafegories/codes 
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Since the completion of the 80MVA capacity project, the municipality hos started with the 
upgrade of the existing electricity reticulation netwerk of cables and substations. At the same 
time, the municipality continues with the provision of tree basic electricity to households 
where surveying and planning has been completed. 

The focus in the 2013/14 MTREF is to ensure that land identified tor human settlements in ferms 
of Land Use Management Plan and Integrated Human Settlement Plan is surveyed and 
planned, general plans submitted to the relevant authorities tor approval and that selling of 
land parcels to middle to high income earners fake place in line with the National 
Development Plan in assisting the middle income earners who do not qualify tor housing 
subsidies and also not qualify in the main stream commercial market of real estate selling.

1.4 BACKGROUND OF THE IDP AND BUDGET PROCESS

The purpose of the 2013/14 MTREF is to present a financial plan to enable the municipality to 
achieve the predetermined targets as elaborated in the strategie planning document, the 
Integrated Development Plan. The tabling of the draft IDP Review and budget is the start of 
processes that will lead to the tabling of the final documents in Council before 3b* May 2013. 

1.5 OVERVIEW OF THE IDP AND BUDGET PROCESS 

Section 53 of the MFMA requires the Mayor of the municipality to provide general political 
guidance in the budget process and the setting of priorities that must guide the preparation 
of the budget. In addition Chapter 2 of the Municipal Budget and Reporting Regulations 
States that the Mayor of the municipality must establish a Budget Steering Committee to 
provide technical assistance to the Mayor in discharging the responsibilities set out in section 
53 of the Act. 

Section 22 of the MFMA requires that after the tabling of the annual budget in the Council, 
the municipality must make the annual budget public and also invite the local community to 
submit their inputs. The number of people attending public meetings is rising, tor the first time, 
in the 2012/13 Budget Process, over a thousand (1 000) people attended the meetings. We 
hope to triple the numbers in the 2013/14 MTREF. After tabling the annual budget, it will be 
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published on the municipal website and a copy placed at all municipal service points, 
Department of COGHSTA, Provincial Treasury, District Municipality and the Premier’s office. 

In ferms of section 1 8 of MFMA the budget must be funded by 

• Realistically anticipated revenue to be collected and realistic estimation of 
expenditure to be incurred. 

• Cash-backed funds available trom previous years' surpluses 

• Borrowed funds in respect of the Capital budget only 

• Grant funding 

The 2012/13 MTREF marked the beginning af a new era, the new generation af the 
Integrated Development Plan (IDP). To this end, the municipality had a responsibility of 
ensuring that the Councillors who will have to play the oversight role in the implementation of 
IDP actively participate in the development of the five (5) year plan and agree an the 
common goals that must be achieved with the available funds. 

Public participation process was embarked upon after the tabling of the IDP and Draft 
budget. Cammunity needs must inform the IDP, which ultimately determines the direction of 
the budget. It is acknowledged here that the municipality has prepared itself to adopt ward 
based planning as required but the current state of affairs does not allow implementation as 
yet. 

The IDP/Budget process will be concluded by submitting the Service Delivery and Budget 
Implementation Plan to the Executive Mayor, a process which will lead to the signing of 
performance agreements of the Municipal Manager, Section 57 Managers and Senior 
Managers reporting to the Municipal Manager. 

The Municipality’s IDP is its principal strategie planning instrument, which directly guides and 
informs its planning, budget, management and development actions. This framework is 
rolled out info objectives, key performance indicators and targets far implementation which 
directly inform the Service Delivery and Budget Implementation Plan. The Process Plan 
included the following key IDP processes and deliverables: 

• Registration af cammunity needs; 

• Compilation of departmental business plans including key performance indicators 
and targets; 

• Financial planning and budgeting pracess; 

• Public participatien process; 

• Compilation of the SDBIP, and 

• The review of the performance management and monitoring processes. 

The IDP has been taken info a business and Financial planning process leading up to the 
2013/14 MTREF, based on the approved 2012/13 MTREF, Mid-year Review and adjustment 
budget. The business planning process has subsequently been refined in the light of current 
economie circumstances and the resulting revenue projectians. 
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1 .6 POLITICAL OVERSIGHT OF THE IDP AND BUDGET PROCESS 

The key to strengthening the link between priorities and spending plans lies in enhancing 
political oversight over the budget process. Aligning National, Provincial and District priorities 
is not an end in itself, the focus is more on the ability to provide access to basic services and 
improve service delivery and service levels all the time. The Executive Management Team 
has a role to play in financial management and planning processes. 

Section 53 (1) (a) of the MFMA stipulates that the Mayor of a municipality must provide 
political guidance over the budget process and that priorities must guide the preparation of 
the budget. The IDP/Budget and Performance Management Committee assists the Executive 
Mayor in executing this responsibility. 

1 .6.1 Schedule of key deadlines 

The IDP and Budget Process Plan tor 2013/14 MTREF was tabled in August 2012, ten (10) 
months before the start of the budget year. The table below provides an extract trom the key 
deadlines relating to the budget process:

2 BUDGET ASSUMPTIONS- 2013/14 MTREF 

The municipality has an approved tariff policy which lays the foundation to be considered 
when determining the tariffs tor various services. The main objective of the tariff policy is to 
ensure that all consumers of various services are treated fairly w'ithout prejudice and at the 
end, ensure affordability of municipal services and cushion the impoverished. 

Consumers are billed monthiy in respect of services in the form of a Consolidated bill. Annual 
residential and commercial rate payers are still permitted and are all expected to settle their 
rates accounts in tuil by 30 September each year. 

Government Departments pay their property rates once off per annum. 

The following are the underlying budget assumptions on tariff determination: 

1 . Users of municipal services will be treated equitably and differentiation between 
different categories of users, debtors, service providers, services, service standards 
and geographical areas will occur only to the extent provided tor in this policy and 
must preclude unfair discrimination. 

2. To the extent possible, the amount individual users pay tor services consumed by 
them must be in proportion to their use of that service through the levying of 
consumption-based tariffs, dependent however upon the ability of the municipality 
to provide metering of the service which meets the standards contained in its 
Customer Care, Credit Control and Debt Collections Policy. 

3. Tariffs must be reflective of the costs reasonably associated with the rendering of the 
service in question as reflected in the budgeted income and expenditure of the 
service including any contributions to the Rates and General Account. 

4. Tariffs must be set at levels that ensure the financial sustainability of the service, taking 
info account any subsidies received trom outside sources (such as capita! grants). 


5. The Council may impose a surcharge on the tariff applicable to a service. 

6. The Council may provide for the promotion of local economie development through 
the imposition of special tariffs for categories of commercial and industrial users as 
provided in a policy adopted forthis purpose. 

7. The economical, efficiënt and effeefive use of resources will be encouraged infer alia 
through the use of rising block tariffs, time af use tariffs, and tariff apfions linked fa salid 
waste minimizafion for cerfain categories of users. 

8. The exfent of subsidizafion of tariffs far paor households and any ofher cafegory af 
user will be reflecfed on the monfhiy account of such users. The impact af such 
subsidizafion will be fully disclosed in the Budget Report fo the Council. 

9. The amounf that all consumers pay for services, as reflecfed in the Total Municipal 
Account must be affordable for different categories of users and as far as passible, 
annual tariff increases should be limifed fo the rate of inflafion as measured in the 
CPI. 

10. Thaf the municipalify will fake a canservafive approach on tariff increases faking info 
account the cosf recovery basis of tariff setting, affordabilify and inflafion 

1 1 . Thaf no surcharges will be implemenfed in the near future for all services 

12. Thaf no general valuafion roll revaluation shall occur unfil 2015, ofher fhan 
supplementary valuafions, fherefore property values will remain the same for fhis 
MTREF 


Since the liffing of the moratorium on development, fhere has nof been significant demand 
for services. The Municipalify's populafion however has grawn significanfly based an the 
lafest Census data and the growfh happened over the past 10 years or since the last Census 
was done. 

The municipalify as part of ifs bulk infrasfruefure plan has ensured thaf fhere will be sufficiënt 
Capital budget fo cafer for the currenf and future needs of the municipalify based on the 
long term plan of 20 years. 

Kimberley as the Capital City of the Northern Cape is anticipafing confinued challenges 
arising from the higher levels of economie growfh and urbanization. Cifies are seen as 
havens for jobs, betfer livelihood, access fo basic infrasfruefure and business opportunities. 
No proper sfafisfics are available af fhis stage fa base sound budget assumptions on, buf fhis 
will be followed up to build credible data. 


2.6 UNDERLYING BUDGET ASSUMPTIONS: 2013/14 MEDIUM TERM REVENUE FRAMEWORK 

The municipalify generafes ifs revenue from exchange and non-exchange fransacfions. 
Revenue from exchange fransacfions are generafed mainly from trading services such as 
the sale af water, electricify sanitafion and refuse removal as well as from rental of facilifies 
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and equipment. Whilst revenue from non-exchange transactions includes revenue 
generaled from property rates, fines and income from agency services as well as granfs from 
national and provincial deparfmenfs and District Municipality. 

The municipality assumes fhaf all the paying customers will continue to consume municipal 
services at basically the same consumption levels as in prior years and pay tor their services 
as regularly as possible and that the Credit Control Policy will be implemented as consistently 
as possible. There is no expected growth of the revenue base but higher than previous years 
consumption especially water and electricity is possible. 

There is a legitimate expectation from the public that the municipality should spend on issues 
that are visible and within specific wards. On the other hand, poverty and unemployment is 
prevalent in our communities. In order to provide assistance to the poorest of the poer, the 
municipality has developed a social welfare package to assist these residents who cannot 
afford to pay tor services. 

It is tor this reason that the municipality has adopted staggered tariff structures tor both water 
and electricity to recover at higher margins of return from high consuming customers. 

2.6.2 Revenue from non-exchange transactions 

As mentioned above, the municipality derives its revenue from non-exchange transactions 
and the projections are presented in the table below.

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i) Property rates 

Revenue from property rates is raised by levying taxes on land and development privately 
and government owned and within the municipal jurisdiction. Government Gazette 32991 
dated 1 March 2010 gives guidelines tor setting of various tariffs as categorised in the 
gazette. The rating ratios as currently applied by the municipality are presented hereunder. 
For the purposes of determining a rate (cents) in the rand tor all categories the residential 
rates remain the baseline. 

• Residential to Business/Commercial rate 1 :3 

• Residential to PSI rate 1 :0.25 

• Residential to Agriculture 1 :0.25 

• Residential to Mining - unregulated 

• Residential to State - unregulated 

• Residential to Industrial - unregulated 

The municipality has recently implemented a general valuation roll which will remain 
effective until 30 June 2015. As such, the property values will remain the same until 30 June 
2013 with the exception of supplementary valuations that are conducted as and when 
required. Rates revenue remains one of the major revenue sources otter service charges 
from electricity sales. 

ii) Fines 

Fines are mainly penalties charged by the municipality on various municipal services as a 
result of default or contravention of municipal by-laws, rules and regulations on traffic and 
rood usage, as well as from libraries as levied on late book returns. Fines raised are not 
recognised as income upon raising but rather when cash or payment is received. 

Revenue projections from fines are based on past performances and the tuil year forecast at 
mid-term. Tariffs are determined annually for various penalties and fines as per the 
municipality’s tariff book, and the increases are based on the average tariff increases of all 
other services. Traffic fines for various violations as stipulated in the regulations and are 
implemented as such. 

iii) Licenses and permits and income for agency services 

The municipality acts on behalf of the Department of Safety and Liaison and performs 
functions of motor registration and motor vehicle licensing and permits and earns 
commission which is based on monthiy turnover. There is a contract in place that is renewed 
annually to cover and agree on certain ferms and conditions of service delivery. 

The commission received is sufficiënt to cover the costs of rendering the service on behalf of 
the department thus no cross subsidisation is expected from other services or revenue 
sources of the municipality. 
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iv) Grants and subsidies received from government 

The municipality receives grants and subsidies from various government departments, of 
which some are conditionol and some non-conditional. The non-conditional grants includes 
the equitoble share which is gazetted by National Treasury through the Division of Revenue 
Act (DoRA) and other grants from Provincial Departments such as Health, Sports, Arts and 
Culture tor the provisioning of primary heaith care and libraries and resorts respectively. 

Since the Census 201 1 results got published and the new equitoble share formula, the 
municipality’s allocation of equitoble share has seriously declined tor the MTREF as 
represented by the three years from 201 3/1 4 to 201 5/16. 

The table below summarises the annual growth/declining rates of various sources of revenue 
as alluded to above against the annual tariff increases as proposed. 

It can be seen from the fobie above thot revenue from property rates has definite increases 
in the 2013/14 MTREF whilst other sources estimates are based on past experiences and not 
so much influenced by tariffs. 

Transfers recognised includes the equitoble share which at this stage is reducing 
considerably. This is a matter of concern as it might affect future funding of some activities 
that are dependent on the equitoble share. 

The property rates revenue is expected to grow by 10.89% whilst the tariffs are increasing by 
8.91% across the various categories. The growth higher than tariff increases is as a result of 
developments that are underway which will become rateable in the 2013/14 through the 
supplementary valuations. The estimated rates on these properties are projected at R2- 
million. It is impracticol at this stage to estimate the impact of supplementary valuations in 
the outer two years without reliable dates of pending development applications at this 
stage. The assumption will be revised as we progress with the budget during relevant MTREF. 


Consumers are billed monthiy in respect of services in the form of a Consolidated bill. Annual 
residential and commercial rate payers are still permitted and expected to settle their rates 
accounts in tuil by 30 September each year. 

Government Departments pay their property rates once off per annum. 


2.6.3 Revenue from exchange transactions 

The municipality olso generates revenue from trading services. The revenue projections from 
the sources as indicoted above ore presented in the table below: 

i) Sale of electricity 

The municipality generates its revenue from selling electricity to the customers. All customers 
are supplied with a meter at own premises (prepaid and conventional). A prepaid meter is 
not metered of cause, but a customer manages their own consumption by buying sufficiënt 
units tor use and no bills in respect of this is delivered to this customer. 
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A customer supplied with a conventional meter gets billed monthiy based on the actual 
reading of the meter as read by the municipal staff or readings submitted by the customer. 
In the absence of any reading, the system will automatically estimate a reading and 
generates a bill tor electricity. These estimates will then be reversed as soon as the actual 
reading is obtained and any payments made on the interim shall be credited to the 
customer and a final balance computed. 

The projected revenue is based on the number of units consumed per customer category 
being residential, small commercial and large power users. Residential customers consume 
electricity and are billed per unit consumed using the tariff applicable tor units in the block. 
The more the customers use, the higher the tariff becomes based on the total units purchases 
or billed per month. 

Small commercial businesses that consume less more than lOOkVA per month are billed at a 
flat tariff that recovers demand, network access and energy costs at any given point in time. 
The tariff shall apply to both prepaid and conventional meter users. 

Large power users shall be billed based on their network demand charge during low and 
high demand season as well as energy charges tor the same period. Network access and 
other charges shall remain fixed throughout the year. This is in line with the MEGAFLEX^ tariff 
structure as per the municipality’s bulk purchases trom ESKOM. 

The above tariff structure is effective tor the first time on 1 July 2013 and the application has 
been submitted to NERSA tor approval. 

ii) Sale of water 

Revenue trom sale of water is based on metered consumption monthiy as well as interims 
where the actual readings could not be obtained. A stepped tariff structure is in 
implementation with the first 6kl selling at a low tariff of R4.14 per kl. This tariff has been 
designed to profeet the poor as the estimated consumption by indigent households^ per 
month is currently between 6kl and 12kl. 

Sale of water is seasonal and the summer months present a peak demand and winter 
months present low demand season. 

The municipality receives tree quotas of water trom the Department of Water Affairs which 
mainly covers the period trom April to September, thereafter water drawn becomes payable 
within 30 days trom date of invoice. 

iii) Refuse removal 

The municipality charges all users a flat tariff applicable to that customer group such as 
residential, business and industrial users and also trom weekly to daily provision of service. 

The estimated revenue is based on the number of customers in each tariff code. 


2 Megaflex is the tariff structure applicable to SPLM by ESKOM which is based on time of use (high and low demand 
and peak, off peak and Standard. 

3 All indigent households are verified prior to qualification. The first ókl is fully subsidised and their first unit of 
purchosed is counted trom the 7th kl being 1 kl in the tariff structure. 
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iv) Sewer and Sanitation 

Sewer and sanitation revenue is generated trom a flat tariff applicable to users in the same 
tariff category. The estimated revenue is based on the number of users per tariff category 
and no growth in demand is envisoged in the 2013/14 MTREF. 

v) Rental of facilities and equipment 

Revenue trom rental of facilities and equipment is projected based on past experiences and 
tuil year forecasts as at mid-term. The municipality rents its halls and housing stock to 
customers and tenonts as well as other equipment such as tables, chairs and related. 

vi) Interest earned on investments and outstanding debtors 

Interest on investments is based on the current investment returns on the projected cash and 
cash equivalents that w'ill be invested in 2013/14 and the outer years. 

Interest on outstanding debtors is charged at prime plus 1% immediately when the debt 
becomes a doy older. The estimote is based on the projected debtor’s balances tor the year 
including the provision tor bad debts. 

Other revenue includes miscellaneous revenue generated by the municipality as well as 
grants and subsidies not gazetted (schedule 4 grants). 

The revenue growth trends against the tariff increases are presented below: 



From the table above, revenue trom electricity is projected to grow by 9.34% versus a tariff 
increase of 6.9%. The higher revenue projections is based on prior experiences that each 
customer’s consumption increases annually by at least 1% as a result of additional items 
being purchased such as computers, dish washers and laundry machines. 

The same applies to water revenue; the year on year growth in revenue is expected to be 
9.9% versus a tariff increase of 8.90%. 

Sanitation revenue growth year on year is expected to grow in line with the tariff increase.

2.7 BUDGET ASSUMPTIONS: MEDIUM TERM EXPENDITURE FRAMEWORK 

The municipality is expected to spend operational revenue on operational costs of running 
the business. There are five directorates in the municipality which also represents “VOTE" 
where spending takes place. Each vote hos a number of cost centres monaged by Divisionol 
Heads with financial delegations to initiate with authorisation powers set at different levels. 

The price increases on many items of expenditure ore beyond the control of the municipality 
and these include personnel costs, bulk purchases, costs of odministrotion including goods 
and services.

i) Employee related costs 

The municipality hos a total stoft complement of 2 4555. out of oll vocancies there is o 
section 57 post of Executive Director Corporate Services and a critical post of Human 
Resources Manager. However, there are incumbents appointed to act in these positions at 
this stage. 

The municipality is currently a grade 6 tor the remuneration of employees in ferms of fhe 
agreement in force. The budgeted salary increase is 6.95% for 2013/14 os per the SALGBC 
prevailing agreement stipuloting inflation + 1 .25%. It must be noted however thot the 
municipality is currently implementing the Task System. The implications of fhis are unknown 
af this stage. 

The employee costs include social contributions by the employer towords employee benefits 
in ferms of the terms and conditions of appointment ogreements. The municipality is in the

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process of reviewing the existing organogram to ensure that Human Resources as a 
component of service delivery is responsive to the needs and demands of the society as well 
as being able to deliver on the municipality’s service delivery objectives. This exercise is 
expected to be completed by end of June 2013 and will be discussed by Council as 
required in the Municipal Systems Act as amended. 

Included in the total employee costs are the contract and casual employees’ costs of 
employment in line with the Employment Equity Act on proper reporting and accounting tor 
labour costs. The municipality makes use of professional services tor other ad hoe functions 
such as legal experts and professional engineering Consulting and project management. 
These are budgeted tor under professional fees and form part of costs of administration 
(general expenses). Costs of Consultants appointed to implement capita! projects are 
accounted for as costs of delivering the projects rather than contracted services, in line with 
GRAP standards. 

Section 57 Managers are remunerated based on a total remuneration package and the 
annual increases are similar to those of other municipal employees. AH other personnel 
benefits increase according to the Bargaining Council agreement effective. 

Remuneration of Councillors is based on the upper limits on remuneration of municipal 
councillors as gazetted annually. Approval is obtained trom the MEC upon Council resolution 
to implement such a gazette. The municipality has an Executive Mayor. The Council Speaker 
and Mayoral Committee members are appointed tuil time for duration of their term. 


The support staff in the Executive Mayor and Speaker's office is also appointed on a contract 
basis for the term of such Executive Mayor and Speaker. These costs form part of the 
personnel costs as disclosed above. 

Sol Plaatje is Grade 6 in terms of the existing agreement of Wage Curve and as such 
employees are remunerated accordingly, whilst in terms of the upper limits gazette, the 
municipality is Grade 4. 

It can be seen from the above that the year on year growth in personnel costs exceeds the 
annual salary increment as per the budget. This is as a result of a provision made for notch 
increases as personnel completes a year cycle within the employment of the municipality up 
to the top notch of that salary grade. 

A current portion of the employee benefits as per the GRAP standards on these costs is 
budgeted is included above. 

The current agreement on salary increases provides up to 30 June 2015 and the agreement 
beyond this period is not in place. However, for budget purposes, the salary is assumed to be 
adjusted in line with the estimated CPIX as per the National Treasury Guidelines. 

Remuneration of councillors is based on upper limits gazette as it applies to local authorities. 

ii) Debt and asset impairment 


The municipality has set a target of an average of 90% collection rate against billed revenue 
for the year, a provision for bad debt at 1 0% of the projected billed revenue is provided for. 
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The municipality has resolved in its 2005/2006 MTREF, that prepaid metering for metered 
services will be deployed moving forward. To date, only prepaid electricity meters are rolled 
out. AH water meters must be read per month to determine the bill and an adequate 
provision has been made for under collection trom this service. 

Rates, sanitation and refuse removal provision is set at 10% too for the year. The municipality 
has a Debt Write Off and an Indigent Policy in place. 

Depreciation is provided for on a straight line basis on all assets as listed in various asset 
registers. Depreciation is run on a quarterly basis to determine the level of consumption on 
each asset. 

iii) Bulk Purchases 

The municipality buys water and electricity trom Department of Water Affairs and Eskom 
respectively. It is projected that the demand for these services will remain the same and that 
the bulk costs increases be factored in the budget as approved by the regulating authorities 
trom both sectors. 

The tariff for 2012/13 bulk water purchase trom Department of Water Affairs is R2.85 per cubic 
meter. The municipality has been advised that an increase of 8.9% in the tariff for 2013/14 
financial year must be expected. A total of R38 million has been made available for bulk 
water purchases in 2013/14. Electricity is purchased trom Eskom and a total of R341 million 
has been allocated towards this expenditure. 

iv) Grants and subsidies made 

The municipality makes grants and subsidies to various socio-cultural activities that fake 
place annually in the municipality. It also financially supports the SPCA and the Sol Plaatje 
Museum. 

In this MTREF, the subsidy allocated towards tree basic service has been budgeted for under 
the same category and hence the sudden growth in total budget when compared with 
2012/13. This, on the other hand has led to a decrease in general (other) expenses category 
where this subsidy was accounted for in prior years. 
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v) Other materials (Repairs and maintenance) 

Other materials include costs of purchasing materials tor maintenance of infrastructure 
including buildings, fleet equipment and other facilities. The process of budgeting tor 
materials is based maintenance requirements as per the engineer’s plans, informed by past 
experience in spending and planned maintenance requirements.

The assumptions and principles applied in the development of this 
budget are based mainly on the National Treasury Guidelines and other external bodies like 
NERSA, DWA and SALGBC. 

National Treasury issues guidelines on ceilings of year on year increases in the total operating 
budget, whilst NERSA regulates electricity tariff increase. Various government departments 
also affect municipal service delivery through level of grants and subsidies.

2.9 Credit rating outlook 

A credit rating is an independent opinion on the ability of any entity to pay its financial 
obligations in tuil and on time. Moody's Credit Rating reviewed the Sol Plaatje Local 
Municipality’s rating following o detailed anolysis of the municipolity’s budget and financial 
statements tor 201 1 /1 2 and the following outcome was accorded; 

• Outlook- stoble 

These ratings were revised as a result of rather unstable outlook of the country. The ratings 
must be viewed in the light of financial and economie challenges faced globally and the 
ratings downgrades worldwide. Though the rating hos declined, the municipality still 
continues to demonstrate the ability to pay debt and interest as it arises. 

2.10 AAid-term outlook 2013/14 to 2015/16 

The operating budget funds the continued provision of services provided by the municipality 
and it decreases trom R1 595 951 000 in 2012/13 tuil year forecasted as tabled to Council to 
R1 606 486 000 and increases in 2013/14, R1 698 889 000 in 2014/15 and R1 837 257 000 in 
201 5/16. The growth is mainly in the following oreos; 

• Employee costs 

• Costs of bulk 

• Repairs and maintenonce 

• General Expenses (goods and services and other administrative costs)

Tariff setting plays a major role in ensuring desired levels of revenue. Getting toriffs right ossists 
in the compilation of o credible and funded budget. The Municipality derives most of its 
operotionol revenue trom the provision of goods and services such os water, sanitation and 
solid waste removal. Property rates operating and capita! grants trom organs of state and 
other minor items (such as building plan fees, licenses and permits etc.). 

The revenue strategy is a function of key components such as: 

• Growth in the Municipality and economie development; 

• Revenue management and enhoncement; 

• Achievement of an 89.5 per cent onnual collection rote for consumer revenue; 

• National Treosury guidelines; 

• Electricity tariff increoses within the National Electricity Regulator of South Africa 
(NERSA) approvol; 

• Achievement of tuil cost recovery of specific user charges; 

• Determining tariff escalation rate by establishing/calculating revenue requirements; 

• The Property Rates Policy in ferms of the Municipal Property Rates Act, 2004 (Act 6 of 
2004) (MPRA); and 

• The ability to extend new services and obtain cost recovery levels. 

The obove principles guide the annual increase in the toriffs charged to the consumers and 
the rotepoyers oligned to the economie forecasts. 

3 PROPOSED TARIFFS FOR VARIOUS SERVICES 

For Sol Plaatje Municipality to continue improving the quality of services provided to its 
citizens, it needs to generote the required revenue. In these tough economie times strong 
revenue management is fundomentol to the finonciol sustoinobility of every municipality. 
The reolity is thot we ore foced with development bocklogs and poverty. The expenditure 
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required to address these challenges will inevitably always exceed available funding; hence 
difficult choices have to be made in relation to tariff increases and balancing expenditures 
against realistically anticipated revenues. 

The municipality’s revenue strategy is built around the following key components: 

• National Treasury’s guidelines and macroeconomic policy; 

• Growth in the Municipality and continued economie development; 

• Efficiënt revenue management, w'hich aims to ensure an 89 . 5 % percent annual 
collection rate tor property rates and other key service charges; 

• Electricity tariff increases as approved by the National Electricity Regulator of SA; 

• Achievement of tuil cost recovery of specific user charges especially in relation to 
trading services; 

• Determining the tariff escalation rate by establishing/calculating the revenue 
requirement of each service; 

• The municipality’s Property Rates Policy approved in ferms of the Municipal Property 
Rates Act, 2004 (Act 6 of 2004) (MPRA); 

• Increase ability to extend new services and recover costs; 

• The municipality’s Indigent Policy and rendering of tree basic services; and 

• Tariff policies of the Municipality.

In line with the formats prescribed by the Municipal Budget and Reporting Regulations, 
capita! transters and contributions are excluded trom the operating statement, as inclusion 
of these revenue sources would distort the calculation of the operating surplus/deficit. 

Revenue generated trom rates and services charges form a significant %age of the revenue 
basket tor the Municipality. Rates and service charge revenues comprise more than two 
thirds of the total revenue mix. In the 2013/14 financial year, revenue trom rates and services 
charges totalled R 1,1 36 billion. This increases to R 1,246 billion, R 1,348 billion and R 1,448 billion 
in the respective financial years of the MTREF. The above table excludes revenue foregone 
arising trom discounts and rebates associated with the tariff policies of the Municipality. 

Property rates is the second largest revenue source totalling R367,9 million rand and increases 
to R398,6 million by 2014/15. The third largest sources is ‘other revenue' which consists of 
various items such as income received trom permits and licenses, building plan fees, 
connection fees, fransporf fees and adverfisemenf fees. Deparfments have been urged to 
review the tariffs of these items on an annual basis to ensure they are cost reflective and 
market related. 
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Operating grants and transfers totals R163,8 million in the 2013/14 financial year and 
gradually decreases to R 158,5 million by 2014/15. The following table gives a breakdown of 
the various operating grants and subsidies allocated to the municipality over the medium 
term: 

Tariff-setting is a pivotal and strategie part of the compilation of any budget. When rates, 
tariffs and other charges were revised, local economie conditions, input costs and the 
affordability of services were taken info account to ensure the financial sustainability of the 
Municipality. 

National Treasury continues to encourage municipalities to keep increases in rates, tariffs and 
other charges as low as possible. Excessive increases are likely to be counterproductive, 
resulting in higher levels of non-payment. 

It must also be appreciated that the consumer price index, as measured by CPI, is not a 
good measure of the cost increases of goods and services relevant to municipalities. The 
basket of goods and services utilised tor the calculation of the CPI consist of items such as 
food, petrol and medical services, whereas the cost drivers of a municipality are informed by 
items such as the cost of remuneration, bulk purchases of electricity and water, petrol, diesel, 
Chemicals, cement etc. The current challenge facing the Municipality is managing the gap 
between cost drivers and tariffs levied, as any shortfall must be made up by either 
operational efficiency gains or service level reductions. 

3.6 Electricity Tariffs 

NERSA has announced the revised bulk electricity pricing structure. NERSA approved an 
average price increase of 8.0 % on Eskom’s application tor tariffs. Sol Plaatje Municipality has 
budgeted tor an increase of 8.0 % increase tor municipalities. Considering the Eskom 
increases, the consumer tariff had to be increased by 6.90 per cent to offset the additional 
bulk purchase cost trom 1 July 2013. Furthermore, it should be noted that given the 
magnitude of the tariff increase, it is expected to depress growth in electricity consumption, 
which will have a negative impact on the municipality’s revenue trom electricity. 

The municipality has adopted a new tariff structure tor electricity, the inclined block tariff (IBT) 
structure tor residential households. The IBT structure was announced by the Energy Regulator 
in February 2010, with the effective date of implementation being 1 July 2010. Sol Plaatje 
Municipality applied tor exemption as it was not ready at the time. The effect of IBT will be 
that the higher the consumption, the higher the cost per kWh. The municipality will be 
implementing the IBT’s as trom 1 July 2013 although the result of implementation may have a 
negative impact on electricity revenue with projected revenue losses. 

The intention of IBT is mainly to cushion the poor and encourage energy conservation by 
those who use more than óOOkWh per month. The NERSA guidelines further proposes that 
municipalities must design an IBT structure that supports the long term objectives of the 
municipality and sustainability of rendering electricity. The IBT will also apply to customers on 
conventional electricity meter (credit meter).

The sale of electricity will be measured trom the first day to the last day of the month. Units 
will be sold to customers based on the above consumption levels. NO CUSTOMER will be 
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categorised and placed on a certain block based on consumption, i.e. if o customer’s 
consumption history shows thot 1200 units ore consumed on average per month, oll 1200 
units will not be sold ot the toriff in Block 4 (>600 kWh) becouse the units ore obove 600, 
rother the tirst unit will be sold ot the Block 1 toritt moving through the Blocks bosed on the 
volue of the purchoses within the month.

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3.7 Property rates tariffs 

Property rates cover the cost of the provision of generol services. Determining the effective 
property rote toriff is therefore on integrol port of the municipolity's budgeting process. 

National Treosury’s MFMA Circular No. 51 deals, inter olia w'ith the implementotion of the 
Municipol Property Rates Act, with the regulotions issued by the Department of Co-operative 
Governonce. These regulotions come info effect on 1 July 2009 and prescribe the rote ratio 
tor the non-residentiol cotegories, public service infrostructure and ogriculturol proporties 
relotive to residentiol proporties to be 0,25:1. The implementotion of these regulotions was 
done in the previous budget process and the Property Rates Policy of the Municipolity hos 
been omended occordingly. 

The following stipulotions in the Property Rates Policy ore highiighted: 

• In ferms of Section 1 7 of the Local Government: Municipol Property Rates Act, 2004 
(Act 6 of 2004 Act, the Municipolity sholl further grant the following exemptions trom 
rates: 

• At least the first R15 000 of the morket volue of residentiol proporties and proporties 
used tor multiple purposes of which one or more components is used tor residentiol 
purposes, where, in the case of residentiol proporties, the proporties referred to sholl 
be vacant or improved proporties and sholl be zoned os residentiol and where, in the 
case of proporties used tor multiple purpose and of which one or more components is 
used tor residentiol purposes. 

• Protected areas, where these oreos refer to nature reserves, botanical gordens or 
nationol porks provided that the specific orea/s is declored o “Protected area” in 
ferms of the Protected Areas Act. 

• Mineral rights, where minerol rights refer to structures under the surfaces of the earth 
reloted to mineral extroction. 

• Property belonging to o land reform beneficiory or his or her heirs, provided thot this 
exclusion lopses ten yeors trom the date on which such beneficiory's title was 
registered in the office of the Registror of Deeds. 

• Proporties registered in the name of and primarily used tor religious purposes, 
including the official residence occupied by the officioting office beorer. The 
exclusion trom rates sholl lopse subject to specific conditions as pertained in the 
municipolity’s Property Rates Policy. 

• The municipolity moy gront rebotes to orgonizotions thot promotes locol, sociol and 
economie development subject to specific conditions os pertained in the 
municipolity’s Property Rates Policy 

The cotegories of roteoble proporties tor purposes of levying rates and the proposed rates tor 
the 2013/14 finonciol yeor bosed on o 8.91 per cent increose trom 1 July 2013 is contoined in 
the table below. The municipolity imposes property rates on all roteoble proporties within the 
Sol Plaatje Municipol jurisdiction. 

The municipolity cotegorises proporties in terms of the Municipol Property Rates Act. As 
mentioned eorlier in the ossumptions, residentiol tariffs remoin the baseline tor toriff setting of 
other roteoble proporties in other cotegories in the rotios os gozetted.

A general valuation roll is maintained by the Valuation Section of the municipality and is 
updated timely upon receipt of information trom Planning and Building Services. The 
projected valuations of each cafegory as well as the revenue esfimafes are detailed in fable 
SAl 2b in Section 5 of fhis document. 

3.8 Sewerage and sanitation 

A fariff increase of 6.5 per cent for sanitation from 1 July 2013 is proposed. This is based on 
the input cost assumptions related to sanitation. The following factors also contribute to the 
proposed tariff increase: 

• Sewerage - 10.6 per cent of the total Operating Expenditure is spent on Repairs and 
Maintenance 

• The total revenue expected to be generated from rendering this service amounts to 
R57,7 million for the 2013/14 financial year. 


3.9 Waste Removal and Impact of Tariff Increases 

Refuse removal tariff are levied to all customers who receive the service. The municipality 
distinguishes between residential and industrial users of the service and revenue projections 
are based on the history of use of the service. 

Currently solid waste removal is breaking even. The Municipality will have to implement a 
solid waste strategy to ensure that this service can be rendered in a sustainable manner over 
the medium to long-term. The main contributors to the solid waste function are repairs and 
maintenance on vehicles, increases in general expenditure such as petrol and diesel and the 
cost of remuneration. 
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A 6.9 per cent increase in the waste removal taritt is proposed trom 1 July 2013. This is a result 
of the higher than inflation personnel cost and service is labour intensive. Higher increases will 
not be viable in 2013/14 owing to the significant increases implemented in previous financial 
years as well as the overall impact of higher fhan inflation increases of other services.

3.10 Sale of water 

South Africa faces similor challenges wifh regard fo water supply as it did with electricity, 
since demand exceeds supply. Consequently, National Treosury is encouroging oll 
municipalities to carefully review the level and structure ot their water toritts to ensure: 

• Water tariffs are fully cost-retlective - including the cost of mointenonce and renewal 
of purificafion plonfs, water networks and the cost associated with reticulation 
expansion; 

• Water tarifts are structured to protect basic levels of service and ensure the provision 
of free water to the pooresf of the poor (indigent); and 

• Water tariffs are designed to encourage efficiënt and sustainable consumption. 

In addition National Treasury has urged all municipalities to ensure that water tariff structures 
are cost reflective by 201 4. 

A taritt increase ot 8.90 per cent trom 1 July 2013 tor water is proposed. This is based on input 
cost assumptions of 8.0 per cent increase in the cost ot bulk water. We were informed by the 
Department ot Water Affairs that there was an 8.0 per cent increase in water. 

The introduction of the above is as a result ot the recommendation made by National 
Treasury. The indigent subsidy will be limited to 6 kf and subsidised by the equitable share. This 
introduction is to secure additional funds to utilise towards repairs and maintenance of 
existing water infrastructure and to address water losses systematically.

Revenue to be generated trom property rates is R367,9 million in the 2013/14 financial year 
and increases to R398,l41 million by 2014/15. It remains relatively constant over the medium- 
term. 

Services charges relating to electricity, water, sanitation and refuse removal constitutes the 
biggest component of the revenue basket of the Municipality totalling R897,234 million tor 
the 201 3/1 4 financial year and increasing to R950,l 60 million by 2014/15. 

Operational grants and subsidies amount to R163,8 million, R1 58,833 million and R1 56,930 
million tor each of the respective financial years of the MTREF. The decrease in real ferms of 
the equitable share over the MTREF must be managed over the forthcoming budget years. 
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Investment revenue contributes marginally to the revenue base of the Municipality with a 
budget allocation of R9 million, R9,5 million and RIO million tor the respective three financial 
years of the 201 2/13 MTREF. 


3.12 Overall impact of tariff increases on households 

The following table SA14 - Household bills in Section 5 of the Budget Book shows the overall 
expected impact of the tariff increases on a large and small household, as well as an 
indigent household receiving tree basic services. 

Note that in all instances the overall impact of the tariff increases on household ’s bills has 
been kepf to below 10 per cent and this is the lowest average tariff increase in fhe lasf five 
years, with the increase for indigent households also below 10 per cent directly linked to the 
electricity increase. 

The following table shows the overall expected impact of the tariff increases on a large and 
small household, as well as an indigent household receiving tree basic services. 

The municipality renders sewerage and sanitation services in various ways including, bucket 
removal, dry sanitation, honey suckers, and flush toilets. Various tariffs apply to the users and 
the projected revenue is based on the number of cusfomers in each cafegory.

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4 CASH FLOW MANAGEMENT 

The municipality is projecting a favourable bank balance at the end of each period in the 
2013/14 MTREF as per table A7 in section 5 of the budget statement. The above is supported 
by assumptions as highiighted below: 

4.1 Cash flow from operating activities 

The municipality is projecting 89.9% collection rate in the 2013/14 MTREF whilst the NT 
templates indicate 87.2%, 86.5% and 86.6% as per SAIO tor the same period in the 2013/14 
MTREF. The estimated collection rate assumption is based on the following; 

• The municipality will continue to implement the Credit Control Policy consistently and 
indiscriminately as it did in the past 

• Users who are defaulting in their poyments tor services, will cause their electricity 
meter be replaced by o prepoyment meter if there current electricity meter is the 
conventionol “credit” electricity meter 

• With the water meter replacement project, improved collection will be seen tor water 
as the accounts and consumption would have been metered 

• In ferms of payment allocation, rates will remain the first service to be paid up 
followed by sanitation and refuse removal and lastly, water 

• Since the municipality consolidates customer bills, accounts in arrears shall be 
restricted in purchasing electricity until reasonable arrangements are entered into 

• Direct income from agency fees and licenses and permits shall materialize as 
projected 

• Suppliers will be poid in time, this includes controctors 

• Grants gozetted will materialize in total 

• The tuil cost of providing tree bosic services will be incurred and that all grants as 
proposed in ferms of table SA21 will be distributed 

Based on the above assumptions, the net cash from operating activities tor the 2013/14 to 
2015/16 financial years is estimated at R155,337m, R153,036m and R191,756 respectively. 

4.2 Cash flow from investing acfivifies 

The municipality is projecting 87% spending in ferms of the SDBIP. For cash flow purposes, the 
worst case scenario is being depicted to realistically project the cash and cash equivalents 
at the end of each period. As such, o 100% spending on copitol budget is ossumed and this 
should not be seen as controdicting each other. 

The above scenario will be revisited at mid-term and o more optimistic cash flow statement 
will be tabled to Council that will depict the projected outcomes at yeor end. 

4.3 Cash flow from financing activities 

The municipality has a remainder of the loon borrowed in 2010/1 1 for the purposes of Capital 
projects for implementation in the 2013/14 year in the amount of R54.1 million. This goes hand 
in hand with the projected Capital repayments on all borrowings in the amount of R15.115 
million. 

It was also estimated that o movement of R1 .1 63 million in the deposit register in faveur of the 
municipality is possible. Consumer deposits are refundable upon closure of account and it 
bears no interest. Because of the tact that no borrowings are projected in the 2014/15 and 
201 5/16 financial years, the net cash from financing activities is negative for both periods.

4.4 Municipal Investments 

The municipality has an approved cash and investment policy and use is also made of 
National Treasury Regulations as published in terms of Government Gazette 21249 in as far as 
it is applicable to the municipality. 

At the present moment, the municipality still invests mainly on call deposits and short term 
investments between 6 to 12 months. All investments are made with A+ rated local banks. 
The table below presents the projected balances of the investment portfolio of the 
municipality for the 2013/14 MTREF.

This following table meets the requirements of MFMA Circular 42 which deals with the funding 
of a municipal budget in accordance with sections 18 and 19 of the MFMA. The table seeks 
to answer three key questions regarding the use and availability of cash: 

• What are the predicted cash and investments that are available at the end of the 
budget year? 

• How are those funds used? 

• What is the net funds available or funding shortfall? 

A surplus would indicate the cash-backed accumulated surplus that was/is available. A 
shortfall (applications > cash and investments) is indicative of non-compliance with section 
18 of the MFMA requirement that the municipality’s budget must be ‘funded’. Non- 
compliance with section 18 is assumed because a shortfall would indirectly indicate that the 
annual budget is not appropriately funded (budgeted spending is greater than funds 
available or to be collected

From the above table it can be seen that the cash and investments available total R30.5 
million in the 2013/14 financial year and progressively increase to R32.3 million by 2014/15, 
including the projected cash and cash equivalents as determined in the cash flow forecast. 


5 THE CAPITAL BUDGET 

The municipality adopted key bulk projects in the 2009/10 financial year tor implementation 
based on availability of funds. These projects were drawn from the feasibility study that was 
conducted earlier in 2007/2008 to assess the bulk capacity of the municipality as per the 
current and future demand projected over a 20 year term. 

Since the adoption of the projects, the municipality borrowed funds from the Development 
Bank of Southern Africa and was approved at approximately R230 million based on the 
projects assessed. 
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As a result of the implementation of these projecfs, the municipalify monaged fo upliff the 
moratorium on development as the capacity to supply the required bulk could be 
guaranteed in line with the progress of these projecfs. The electricity related infrastructure 
projecfs are progressing well to date. The bulk sanitation projecfs have been delayed by 
almost 2 years due to litigation processes that put the project implementation on hold. 
However, the matter has been finalised and implementation has resumed. It is projected that 
this project will be completed over a three year period. 

5.1 The assumptions 

The municipalify is continuing with the implementation of the bulk projecfs in the water and 
sanitation sector as well as electricity distribution in the 2013/14 MTREF. These projecfs remain 
key tor the City’s growth and Development. 

With the grant funds received, the municipalify will be providing access to basic water and 
sanitation, and connection to electricity at a service level of 40amps per household. These 
projecfs have been specified in the Budget Book to the detail of number of households and 
the areas where these projecfs will be implemented. 

The municipalify has also set aside R7 million towards ward based project as an initiative to 
introducé ward based project planning. It is assumed that communities who have been 
struggling with basic amenities and have no projecfs at all in the 2013/14 MTREF will be 
considered when making the selection. The municipalify is experiencing high unemployment 
of youth and intensive labour based projecfs will receive high priority. During the community 
consultation process (public participation), proposals have been made such as Riverton 
Community requesting planning and survey of its informal settlements and addressing the 
storm water challenge that resulted in flooding of the houses during the 2010/201 1 heavy 
rainfalls. 

5.2 Funding the Capital Budget

It can be seen trom the above, that the funding mix is greatly skewed towards grant funding 
tor the outer years 2014/15 and 2015/16. This is mainly as a result of the absence of loans 
estimated to fund CAPEX in the years referred to and a decline in the contribution made by 
the municipalify trom own sources. 

Section 18 of the MFMA emphasises that funding of CAPEX trom own funds must be 
committed only it the funds are available and not committed to any other expenditure. 
Annually, this figure will be adjusted accordingly based on available funds as per the audited 
financial statements. 
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The municipality is currently negotiating for the transferring of unfunded mandates to the 
relevant provincial departments, thus freeing funds that could be utilised to fund Capital 
projects in the future and therefore improving the funding mix to be more balanced.

5.3 Spending capability of the municipality (CAPEX) 

The Municipality plays a critical role for the city’s development. Council is the highest 
authority and has legislative rights to determine policies that are central to growth and 
development and creating work opportunities for its citizens. 

In this regard, the 2013/14 capita! budget spending is estimated at 95% of the total. The 
achievements at 2012/13 mid-term provide some confidence that the estimated level of 
spending will be achieved. There has been indications that ability to spend is improving but 
this can be enhanced by decision making on project implementation upon tabling the 
budget.

Indicated in the chart above is an appropriation of capita! expenditure per Funding Source. 
Far the 2013/14 financial year laan funded projects constitutes 24 % af tatal funding with a 
zera % cantributian tor the auter twa years. It is envisaged that all loan funded prajects will be 
completed by June 2014. Other transfers and grants constitute 0 per cent of Capital funding. 

Natianal and pravincial grants represent a 40% cantribution in 2013/14 stabilising fa 79 % and 
91% far the auter two years. This is also indicative af the municipality's dependency on grant 
funding. 

Funding trom internally generated funds represent a 37 % contribution in 2013/14 financial 
year and the percentage decreases gradually to 21 % and 9% tor the outer two years. 

5.5 Future operational cost of new infrastructure 

The fufure aperafional casfs and revenues assaciated wifh the capita! pragramme have 
been included in Supparting Table SA35 which is mainly attributable to loan funded prajects.

5.6.3 District Grants 

Due to the tact that the district municipality’s budget process runs concurrently with the 
municipality's, funds shall be confirmed upon approvol of the budget by the Council of the 
District and projects approved tor funding will be included in the Capital plan of the 
municipality through the odjustment. 

An application tor the provisioning of bosic services in Ritchie’s Fraser Moleketi was 
submitted. The total cost of the project is R8m and R4 million is funded from SPLM’s other 
sources of funds in the 2012/13 MTREF and the anticipated funds will be used to fund Phase 
two of the projects, which is bosicolly working towords completing of sites surveyed in the 
oreo. 

6 GAZEHED GRANTS AND SUBSiDiES 

The fobie below summarises conditional and unconditionol grants and subsidies ollocoted to 
the municipality tor implementation in the 2013/14 MTREF. 
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There is a decline in the amount gazetted under equitable share whilst all ether grants are 
increasing/adjusted by 3% annually. The EPWP is gazetted tor a single year, thus limiting the 
municipality’s commitment to a year. The Infrastructure Skills Development Grant has been 
gazetted tor the next three (3) years to ensure continuity ot the existing interns appointed tor 
a period of 3 years as per the conditions of fhe grant. 

Almost 3% of MIG is ufilised fo fund the daily operations of the Project Management Unit 
(PMU) and this is in line with the guidelines provided for the establishment of a PMU in 
municipalities. 

The municipalify has currenfly 5 inferns appointed in the Finance and Audit environments, 
and the interns are in their second year ot training.

The gearing ratio norm of 40% to 45% is regarded appropriate by most rating ogencies. 
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It is imperative that cognizance is also taken of the oost coverage ratio as used by rating 
agents and recommended by National Treasury (80 and 90 days respectively). With this in 
mind, the internally generated cash to fund Capital expenditure will bring pressure on the 
cash flow position of the municipality in the 201 3/1 4 financial year. 

Investments made with various institutions are strictly in compliance with the MFMA and the 
Investment Regulations. 

8 FREE BASIC SERVICES 

One of the objectives of local authorities is to ensure the provision of services to communities 
in a sustainable manner. The Constitution stipulates that a municipality must structure and 
manage its administration, budgeting and planning to give priority to the basic needs of the 
community and to promote their social and economie development. 

Free Basic Services: Basic Sociai Services Package 

The social package assists households that are poor or face ofher circumstances fhaf limit 
their ability to pay tor services. To receive these subsidised services the households are 
required to register in ferms of the Municipality's Indigent Policy. It should be noted that SPM 
does not provide free basic services but subsidized services as all these services are 
budgeted tor as a total cost to company and as such we have also not included any figures 
in revenue foregone to be in line with the AG's position. 

The target is to register a maximum of 15 000 indigenf households during fhe 2013/14 financial 
year, a process reviewed annually. Detail relating to free services, cosf of free basis services, 
revenue lost owing to free basic services as well as basic service delivery measuremenf is 
confained in Table AIO (Basic Service Delivery Measuremenf). The cosf of fhe social 
package of the registered indigent households is largely financed by national government 
through the local government equitable share received in ferms of the annual Division of 
Revenue Act. 

The Constitution of the Republic of Soufh Africa sfipulafes that a municipality must structure 
and manage its administration, budgeting and planning to give priority to the basic needs of 
fhe communify and to promote their social and economie development. The basic social 
package is an affirmation of the Municipality's commitment and endeavours to assist the 
poor and those unable to meet their municipal payments by extending the social package 
even further. The estimated cost of fhe social package is approximately R50 million for the 
2013/14 budget year. The cost of the social package is largely funded from the equitable 
share provided by National Government. 

To cater for the indigent, the municipality as part of its welfare package provides a baskef of 
free basic services in accordance wifh a defined level of service.

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9 CHALLENGES ENCOUNTERED WHEN COMPILING THE BUDGET 

9.1 Unfunded mandates 

As was mentioned in the 2012/13 Budget, the municipality pertorms certain non-core 
functions and services which in terms ot the Constitution fall under the responsibility of 
National and Provincial Authorities. These functions include the provision of Health Services, 
Libraries and management and running of certain resorts. 

The municipality receives funding trom the respective departments but the funds are far less 
than the total cost of providing the service. As a result the municipality must fake trom own 
resources to fund the functions. There are discussions in place to increase funding trom the 
Department of Arts and Culture tor Libraries and Resorts. However, in as far as heaith is 
concerned the discussions are advanced and negotiations with respective stoft unions are 
set to résumé soon to discuss mainly the logistics of transferring the affected personnel, 
employee benefits and other related maffers.

9.2 Unaccounted tor water 

The water losses in distribution remain a cause tor concern. Water loss management is an on- 
going project aimed at reducing the real water losses in the municipal area. Initiatives to 
reduce water losses are continuing based on the intervention as detailed out in the Non- 
Revenue Water Minimisation Study conducted. Zone metering, replacing ageing 
infrastructure, fixing household and other leaks and improved metering are some of the 
methods being applied. 

9.3 liieggi connections of water and electricitv and bv-passed meters 


Theft of water and electricity continues to be on the rise. Meter readers report daily 
households with no water meter, either been removed or an illegal connection suspected. 
The municipality has set aside R5 million tor installation and replacement of water meters. 
Zone metering will also assist with water balancing per zone. Investigations will be conducted 
in each zone should sales not equal to water distributed to that zone. 

Tempering will electricity meter is a criminal offence in terms of the Credit Control Policy. 
There are reported incidences of electricity tampering and a penalty fee is levying against 
the account. Due to old metering infrastructure, a revenue loss as a result of malfunctioning 
meters occurs. A meter replacement project is being implemented and this will be made an 
annual activity tor metering inspectorate. 
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Other challenges experienced during the compilation of the 2013/14 MTREF can be 

summarised as follows: 

• The on-going difficulties in the national and local economy; 

• Ageing infrastructure; 

• The need to reprioritise projects and expenditure within the existing resource 
envelope given the cash flow realities and improving the cash position of the 
municipality; 

• Electricity - due to tariff increoses trom NERSA, which is placing upward pressure on 
service tariffs to residents. Continuous high tariff increoses are not sustainable - as 
there will be point where services will no-longer be affordable; 

• Wage increoses tor municipol stoft thot continue to exceed consumer inflation, as 
well os the need to fill criticol vocancies; 

• Affordobility of copitol projects 

• Avoilobility of the provinciol gezette

12 LEGISLATION AND COMPLIANCE 

Campliance wifh the MFMA implemenfafion requiremenfs have been subsfanfially adhered 
fa fhraugh the fallowing acfivifies: 

12.1 In year reporting 

Reporting fo National Treasury in elecfronic formaf was fully complied wifh on a monfhiy 
basis. Secfion 71 reporting fo the Execufive Mayor (wifhin 10 working days) has progressively 
improved and includes monfhiy published financial performance on the Municipalify’s 
website. 

12.2 Internship programme 

Sol Plaatje Municipalify is participafing in the Municipal Financial Management Internship 
Pragramme and has employed five interns undergaing training in variaus divisions af the 
Financial Services Department. 

12.3 Budget and Treasury Office 

The Budget and Treasury Office has been esfablished in accordance wifh the MFMA. 

12.4 Audit Commitfee 

An Audit Cammiftee has been esfablished and is fully funcfianal. 

12.5 Service Delivery and Implemenfafion Plan 

The defailed SDBIP dacumenf is af a draff stage and will be finalised affer appraval af the 
2013/14 MTREF in May 2013 direcfly aligned and informed by the 2013/14 MTREF. 

12.6 Annual Report 

The Annual reparf is compiled in ferms of the MFMA and National Treasury requiremenfs. 


13 BUDGET RELATED POLICIES 
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The MFMA and Municipal Budget and Reporting Regulations require budget related policies 
to be reviewed and where applicable, to be updated on an annual basis. The main purpose 
of the budget related policies is to govern and guide the budget process and inform 
projections of the medium term. 

The following are the budget related policies which were approved and will be reviewed tor 
implementation of 2013/14 budget. 

13.1 Rgtes policv 

The revised Rated Policy was approved by Council in May 2012 and in ferms of Council 
resolution C83/12. The Rates Policy complies with the Municipal Property Rates Act 6 of 2004 
as well as Section 64 of the MFMA. 

13.2 Credit Control Policv 


The Municipal Systems Act, Section 97 as amended requires a municipality to have a Credit 
Control and Debt Collection Policy. The revised policy was approved by Council May 2012. 

The main objective of the policy is to make sure than all monies due to the municipality is 
collected efficiently and promptly. 

13.3 Tariff policv 

The Municipal Systems Act as amended requires a municipality to have a tariff determination 
policy. Accordingly this policy was adopted in May 2012. 

The objective of the policy is to ensure consistency in the levying of rates and taxes within the 
municipal jurisdictional area. This can be achieved by ensuring that: 

• The tariffs of the municipality comply with legislation prevailing at the time of 
implementation 

• The municipal services are financially sustainable, affordable and equitable 

• The needs of the indigent, aged and physically challenged are taken info 
consideration 

13.4 Water and Electricitv Bv-Laws 

The current water and electricity by-laws were gazetted by the Provincial Legislature. Both 
by-laws regulates 

• Responsibilities of the municipality in as far as provisioning of water and electricity 

• Responsibilities of consumers in water usage 

• Payment ferms and procedures tor revenue collection 

These by-laws have not yet been reviewed. 

13.5 Supplv Chain Management Policv 

The MFMA sets the principles on which the Supply Chain Management of the municipality 
should be based upon. National Treasury went further and issued supply chain management 
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regulations which provide a framework for the development of supply Chain management 
policies. 

13.6 Investment and Cash Management Policv 

The municipality approved the Cash Management and Investment Policy on the 7 April 2005 
in terms of resolution CR22. This policy is implemented in conjunction with the Investment 
Regulation issued by National Treasury. 

The main objectives of the policy are to: 

• Maximise returns trom authorised investment at minimum risk 

• Maintain adequate liquidity to meet the cash flow needs of the municipality 

• Undertake the investment of funds not immediately required for operational purposes 

• Ensure an acceptable level of diversification of permitted investments 

• Ensure compliance with oll legislation governing investment of funds by government 
and its institutions 

13.7 Barrowing Palicv 

The municipality has a Borrowing Policy in place that gives guidance on the legislative 
compliances required when opplying for long term borrowings. 

13.8 Budget Policv 

The municipality has adapted a Budget Palicy to give guidance on budgeting, reporting and 
compliance monitoring. The palicy also prcvides for budget virements to allow managers 
some level of flexibility in implementing the allocated budgets. The budget virements are 
monitored to ensure that these do not necessitate an adjustment budget or be contrary to 
the provision of Section 28 of the MFMA. 

13.9 Assets Management Policv 

The goal of the Assets Management Policy is to ensure that the municipality is able to meet 
the required level of service in the most cost effective manner which is achieved through 
proper management of an asset’s life cycle, for the present and future generations. The 
MFMA promulgated the need for local government to have an active asset management 
programme. The Assets Management Unit plays a facilitative rale af ensuring that user 
departments continue to assess conditions of the assets in their custody and develop asset 
maintenance plans as well as assets replacement plans. 

Assets Management Steering Cammittees were established whose terms af reference are 
mainly; 


• Determine prabable scenarios on what is likely to happen in the future about various 
assets 

• Ensure all assets in their custodianship are used to the maximum potential and for 
service delivery purposes and are accounted for in the assets register af the 
municipality 

• Develop strategies to identify and curb abuse of municipal property and it’s for 
purposes not municipal related 
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13.10 Accounting Policv 

In order to ensure that the financial statements are compliant with the relevant Accounting 
Standerds, accounting policies are developed and revised annually during the process of 
preparing the financially statements. 

14 ALIGNMENT OF BUDGET WITH IDP 

The IDP is an approach to planning aimed at involving the municipality, stakeholders and the 
community at large to jointly find best Solutions tow'ards a sustainable development. The IDP 
provides a strategie direction tor proper planning, management and utilisation of municipal 
resources tor current and future generations. The IDP is now entering the second year of its 
five year timetable, in line with the political incumbents. 

14.1 OverView of alignment of onnuol budgef wifh IDP 


Indicated in the table below is a summary of the alignment of our budget with the IDP in 
terms of the Operational Revenue and Expenditure as well as the Capital Budget. In the IDP 
OverView Section 7 the detail of the Strategie objectives and goals are explained which is 
aligned to National and Provincial Government. 

IDP and Budget Reconciliation are presented in supporting tables SA4, 5 and 6 of Section 5 of 
the Budget. 

14.2 Measurable performance objectives and indicators 

Performance Management is a System intended to manage and monitor service delivery 
progress against the identified strategie objectives and priorities. In accordance with 
legislative requirements and good business practices as informed by the National Framework 
tor Managing Programme Performance Information, the Sol Plaatje Municipality has 
developed and implemented a performance management system. The Municipality 
targets, monitors, assess and reviews organisational performance which in turn is directly 
linked to its Section 57 Managers performance. 

The performance of Sol Plaatje Municipality relates directly to the extent to which it has 
achieved success in realising its goals and objectives, complied with legislative requirements 
and meeting stakeholder expectations. Sol Plaatje Municipality therefore has adopted one 
integrated performance management system which encompasses: 

• Planning (setting goals, objectives, targets and benchmarks); 

• Monitoring (regular monitoring and checking on the progress against plan); 

• Measurement (indicators of success); 

• Review (identifying areas requiring change and improvement); 

• Reporting (what information, to whom, trom whom, how often and tor what 
purpose); and 

• Improvement (making changes where necessary) 

Management processes are also being put in place to intervene where poor or non- 
performance is evident. Table SA7 Measurable performance objeefives in section 5 of 
Budget Book has the detailed information. 


The 2013/14 MTREF has therefore been direefly informed by fhe IDP revision process and the 
following tables provide a reconciliation between the IDP strategie objectives and operating 
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revenue, operating expenditure and Capital expenditure. Please see Tables SA 4,5 and 6 in 
sectian 5 of this Budget Book 

14.3 Alignment with National and Provincial Priorities 

As much as there is a specific mandate given to local authorities in terms of the constitution, 
the developmental activities are expected to align with National and Provincial Authorities 
and all these jointly need to deliver on the promise of o better life tor all. In developing the 
IDP and Budget, the 12 National Outcomes as adopted by Government have been taken 
into consideration. The IDP and Budget addresses those challenges trom a policy perspective 
and implementation. 

The municipality is confident that this budget is structured to give effect to the strategie 
priorities and to support long term sustained growth and development with the key 
objectives identified in the National Development Plan. Local Government plays a crucial 
role in the new growth path and the realisation of many government outcomes. 

Our local priorities are in line with National and Provincial priorities and include the following. 

• Expanding and improving municipal infrastructure 

• Facilitate job creation and economie growth 

• Accelerated and improved service delivery to communities 

• Improve institutional capacity through skills development and on-going and relevant 
training 

• Improve governance through continuous review of the governance model 

14.4 Financial Management Strategy, viability and sustainability 

To deliver on the municipal priorities as indicated above, a financial strategy is required that 
will generate adequate cash resources on a sustainable basis 

• To provide, operate and maintain the basic infrastructure 

• To enable the municipality to achieve its vision of providing affordable services to its 
communities 

• To create an enabling environment tor economie development, job creation and 
Municipality growth 

• To ensure financial sustainability of the municipality into the future. 

Financial sustainability and viability remain key priorities in the financial planning process and 
to ensure compliance with Municipal Finance Management Act 56 of 2003. The financial 
strategy addresses municipal priorities trom the following principles; 

COMPILE A FUNDED BUDGET WITH REALISTIC REVENUE ANTICIPATION AND CASH FLOW 

The municipality’s budget has set out realisticolly anticipated revenue trom vorious sources 
as follows: 

• All operating income and expenditure increases are to be maintained in line with 
inflation as far as it is practical. A single digit bulk electricity tariff increases is 
anticipated tor the next 5 years, though the increose is still above inflation 

• Annuol salaries are subject to the South Africon Local Government Bargaining 
Council but every effort is made to keep increases within the inflation band 
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• Water reduction initiatives shall be implemented 

• Increase in contribution to the Capital plan trom own resources is targeted and this 
requires collecting mechanisms that will ensure cash collection in time 

The Capital Budget is projected tor a five year period and tunded tor up three years at any 
given point in time. The financial indicators form the parameters within which the municipality 
aims to operate in order to achieve the objectives set out in the IDP. 

14.4.1 Statement of Financial Position Ratios 

Gearing ratio - calculoted as borrowings over total income. The industry norm is 40%. The 
municipality is currently standing at 216.6%. There is likelihood that borrowings will be 
increased in the future. 

Current ration - calculoted as current assets over current liabilities and must be maintained 
at 2:1 

Liquidity ratio - calculoted as current assets (excluding cash) over current liabilities and must 
be maintained at 1 .5:1 

No. of days cash and investment on hand - the accepted norm is 90 days. The municipality 
has to increase its cash and investment balances to achieve this 

Statement of Financial Performance Ratios 

Cash collection rate is currently at 86%. The annual target ot 89.5% is aimed at. 

Debtor’s days - tor major revenue sources, the debtor’s days needs to be monitored. The 
revised Customer Care, Credit Contrei and Debt Collection Policy, provides an effective 
collection that strotegy needs to be implemented. In terms ot the previous audited figures, 
debtor's days ranged between 58 to 90 days. The target tor the 2013/14 financial year is 45 
to 55 days. 

Bad debts provision - bad debts is provided tor at 11% of the billed revenue. Quarterly 
debtor’s impairment will be done as part of quarterly financial statements preparation. 

Free basic services - the municipality is required to make available the tree basic services to 
verified poor households. The cost of free basic services impacts on the municipality’s 
finances and therefore there is a continuous need to grow the revenue base of the 
municipality by promoting economie development. A larger number of indigent households 
impacts on the extent to which the high end users subsidise free basic services.

Introduction

The municipality spending is presented in ferms of expenditure by type, expenditure by 
standards classification and expenditure by vote. The Standard classification is as per the 
National Treasury’s MBRR templates and trom these, various services budget/costs ore 
classified and ollocated. 

The municipality’s votes are mainly represented by directorates headed by the Municipal 
Manager, Chief Financial Officer and the Executive Directors. The politicol offices are 
headed by Chief of Stoft both in the Executive Mayor and the Honouroble Speaker’s office. 
These two officials are assigned with fully financial delegations and have budgets ollocated 
tor the running of the offices. 

Committee Services thot supports all committees of council ore port of corporate services 
directorate and are accountable to the Executive Directer.

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1. Introduction 


IDP Review 2012/13 


The Sol Plaatje Municipal (SPM) Council adopted its 5-year Integrated 
Development Plan for its term of office on 5 May 201 2. 

This is the first review of the 2012/13 - 2016/17 IDP and is therefore not a 
“new” IDP. This reviewed IDP indicates the changes to the adopted IDP and 
the implementation of the Plan thus far - at mid-year 201 2/1 3 as well as new 
Information, both internal and external that will have an effect on the 
further implementation of the IDP. The IDP will also be reviewed in terms of 
the relevance of its strategie objectives in line with shifts in national and 
provincial policies and plans. 

The following process was followed in reviewing the IDP as per the Process 
Plan adopted by Council on 28 August 2012. Table 1 below indicates the 
main activities during this process.

2. Driving Forces behind the Sol Plaatje IDP Review 


Sol Plaatje did not develop its IDP in isolation. A range of National and 
Provincial policy documents informs IDP thinking and creates an important 
context tor its own plans and strategies. 

Achieving a developmental state is not the responsibility of government 
alone - let alone local municipalities. In the spirit of the National Planning 
Commission's “National Development Plan - Vision 2030”, stronger social 
partnerships between government, organised labour, organised business 
and the community constituency are needed to address investment, 
employment and poverty challenges our country faces. 
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Government hos developed o range of intervention approaches to support 
and guide action on growth and development. The most important of 
these documents in relation to local government are: 

a) The Local Government Turnaround Strategy (LGTAS) approved by 
Cabinet in December 2009. The LGTAS is a country-wide programme, 
mobilising all of government and society to embark upon a 
concentrated effort to deal with the factors undermining Local 
Government and to restore good performance in the country's 
municipalities. 

b) The Outcomes Based Approach to Service Delivery which was 
approved by the National Cabinet Lekgofia in January 2010 led to the 
adoption of twelve outcomes areas. For each outcome, a draft series 
of strategie outputs and measures were then developed. National 
Government expects that the outputs for each of these outcomes 
should cover the period 2010-2014. A high level Performance 
Agreement and a fully detailed and negotiated Delivery Agreement is 
expected to be developed by each national Minister/ Department 
with key role-players applicable to that department to deliver these 
outputs. The strategie objective of the outcomes based approach is to 
improve service delivery across all government departments and 
introducé a more systematic planning and monitoring and evaluation 
focus across all spheres of government with concise activities and 
measurable indicators at activity, output and outcome level. Of 
specific interest for Sol Plaatje is Outcome 8 and 9: 

o Outcome 8 refers to “SUSTAINABLE HUMAN SEHLEMENTS AND 
IMPROVED QUALITY OF HOUSEHOLD LIFE” 
o Outcome 9 refers to “A RESPONSIVE, ACCOUNTABLE, EFFECTIVE 
AND EFFICIËNT LOCAL GOVERNMENT SYSTEM” 

c) National Development Plan (NDP) - Vision 2030 

In its foreword the chairperson of the National Planning Commission 
States that the Vision Statement and the National Plan is a step in the 
process of charting a new path for our country - a country wherein all 
citizens have the capabilities to grasp the ever-broadening 
opportunities available. 

The purpose of the plan is to change the life chances of millions of 
people in South Africa, especially the youth; life chances that remains 
stunted by the country's apartheid history.

g) Northern Cape Growth and Development Strategy: Identifies the key 
levers for growth in the Province, and includes the Northern Cape's 
development vision as: 

“Building a prosperous, sustainable, growing provincial economy to 
reduce poverty and improve social development ” 

The two primary development objectives have been identified as: 
o Promoting the growth, diversification and transformation of the 
provincial economy. 

o Poverty reduction through social development 

This document was released in 2005 and is in the process of being 
reviewed alongside the preparation of a NC Provincial Spafial 
Development Framework. 

h) Francis Baard Growth and Development Strategy: Sets out a framework 
for achieving growth and development within the district by identifying 
key focus areas for intervention. This framework flows from analysis of 
fhe districf and draws from infernafional besf pracfice in (re)posifioning 
regions for better development outcomes. 

It is also worthwhile to note the Intergovernmental Relations Framework Act, 
Act No 13 of 2005 that provides a fooi for co-ordinafing and focusing fhe 
combined resources of government. The “negotiations” within and 
between the spheres of government need to proceed alongside 
engagements with the community, organised labeur, business and state- 
owned enterprises. The Sol Plaatje IDP draws extensively on the spirit of this 
Act in shaping intergovernmental cooperation in moving from strategy to 
action. 

Key aspects of these National, Provincial and District plans underpinning 
SPM’s Strategie Development Agenda (IDP Chapter 5) are highiighted in 
Chapter 2 of the IDP (pp 1 4-33) and are not repeated here. 

Flowever, the National Development Plan (NDP) - Vision 2030 has been 
given greater emphasis as the point of deparfure for all spheres of 
Government in terms of planning and budgeting for next 20 to 30 years. The 
Plan includes integrated strategies for accelerating growth, eliminating 
poverty and reducing inequality. The NDP further emphasises lowering the 
cost of living for households and reducing the cost of doing business, 
especially forsmall and emerging enterprises.

In light of the above and tor SPM to contribute towards the Vision of the 
NDP it will, as a priority, embark on a process to develop a City 
Development Strategy (CDS) with a 20-30 year planning horizon. 

According to the World Bank a CDS should provide the frannework to 
achieve the following: 

"Cities should be Liveable" by providing a framework connnnitted to ensuring 
that the poor achieve a healthy and dignified living Standard; that provides 
Systems tor adequate housing, secure land tenure, credit, transportation, 
heaith care, education, and other services for households; and that 
addresses environmental degradation, public safety and cultural heritage 
preservation for the benefit of all residents. 

And to be “liveable", cities must also become: 

• "Competitive" by providing a supportive framework for productive 
firms, to promote buoyant, broad-based growth of employment, 
incomes and investment. 

• "Well governed and managed" by ensuring representation and 
inclusion of all groups in the urban society; with accountability, 
integrity, and transparency of government actions in pursuit of shared 
goals; and with strong capacity of local government to fulfil public 
responsibilities based on knowledge, skills, resources and procedures 
that draw on partnerships. 

• "Bankable" meaning financially sound and creditworthy. Financial 
heaith of municipalities requires the adoption of clear and internally 
consistent systems of local revenues and expenditures, transparent 
and predictable intergovernmental transfers, generally accepted 
financial accounting, asset management, and procurement 
practices, and prudent conditions for municipal borrowing. 


In this process SPM will draw extensively on work already done in this field by 
the SA Cities Netwerk. 
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3. Munidpgl Profile: Background and Analysis 


During the preparation of the IDP 2012/13 - 2016/17 IHS Global Insight was 
commissioned by the Sol Plaatje Local Municipality to compile and update 
an econonnic, socio-economic and dennographic status quo of the 
municipality. This was a comprehensive and updated statistical overview of 
the Sol Plaatje Local Municipality and its place in the District, Provincial and 
National economies in order to ensure effective planning and decision- 
making. This is captured in the IDP 2012/13-2016/17 (Chapter 3). 

Since then Census 201 1 took place. The economie indicators as dealt with in 
the IDP is, however not yet available and will as part of the proposed CDS 
process be extensively updated. The present economie indicators are 
however still relevant. 

The basic demographic figures have however been updated and are 
included in the tables below.

Sol Plaatje Municipality has a total population of 248,042 people living in ifs 
jurisdiction area according fo the 201 1 Census, growing at an average rate 
of 2,04% per annum since 2001 (growth rate in 2001 was -0,65%). More than 
61% (54% in 2001 ) of the population belongs to the African population group, 
27% (32% in 2001) to the Coloured population group, 1% (1% in 2001) to the 
Indian population group, 8% (13% in 2001 )to the White population group and 
3% (0% in 2001) to other population groups. In 201 1 there were approximately 
60 299 households (50 529 in 2001) in Sol Plaatje Municipality, with an 
average household size of 3.9 (3,98 in 2001 ) people.

Table 5 above indicates the present backlogs/need tor basic household services 
according to Census 2011, the provision of services during the present financial 
year (2012/13), the planned provision of services according to existing known 
funding availability and the remaining backlog/need after the present IDP cycle. 

According to Table 5 it would take the Municipality at least another 10 years to 
eradicate the household services backlog at the present rate of providing 
services. This process must be expedited and can only be done through a bigger 
transfer of funding trom the relevant responsible national and provincial 
departments. The finalization of the costed Integrated Service Delivery Plan is 
therefore crucial in order to submit it to the relevant departments to factor it info 
their budgets. In line with this funding plan SPM should also ensure that its 
institutional arrangements are in place to deliver on these services should the 
funding becomes available. 


4. Reviewing the Strategie Development Agenda 


4.1 Shaping the Vision for Sol Plaatje 

In reviewing the strategie objectives of the 5-year IDP in relation to the 
latest national and provincial strategies and plans it was found that the 
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current strategie focus of the IDP remains sound and correct and that the 
nnain challenge is actual implennentation, not direction. 

Sol Plaatje Municipality must, during the remainder of this IDP cycle, 
concentrate on an action-oriented development programme that will see 
the fruition of its strategie objectives. This action-oriented development 
programme should also be able to: 

o Create the right shifts in the city’s development pattern; 
o be at sufficiently large scale; 
o take a long term viev^; 

o reach beyond the municipal constraints; and 
o be bankable. 

It should also be emphasised that the implementation of fhis developmenf 
programme is also dependenf on creating the correct preconditions for 
delivery; including institutional alignment, securing financial resources and 
creating optimal stakeholder configurations. 

During the preparation of the present IDP a process was set in motion to 
refine the SPM’s strategie development strategy with the view to develop 
its overall strategie objectives in such a way that it provides a better 
framework for sector-specific and joint work which is integrated and 
mutually supportive. The process of refining the strategy accepts the 
validity and urgency of the issues set out in the past, but it argues that Sol 
Plaatje Municipality should address these issues from a strong base, or 
common starting point. It also addresses issues around the manner in 
which the Municipality's strategy is “packaged” and presented. 

This strategie agenda should give effect to the Vision of the Municipality, 
namely 


SOL PLAATJE, A DYNAMIC AND GARING MUNICIPALITY THAT PROVIDES 
A COMPREHENSIVE RANGE OF AFFORDABLE SERVICES TO ALL ITS 

RESIDENTS 


In order to achieve this Vision it will be important for SPM to ensure growth 
in the local economy in order to be sustainable. The SPM also needs to 
improve on the efficiency of its services, the sustainability of its finances 
and the effectiveness of its administration. This translates into two high 
level strategie objectives that also encompass all national government 
priorities, namely: 


o A heffer sfandard of living for all - which requires a growing 
economy depending on o municipal sfrafegy driving urban 
efficiencies; and 

o A heffer qualify of life for all - v/hich requires a caring municipalify 
concerned af providing universal access fo basic nnunicipal services 
af affordable levels while becoming a place where business would 
wanf fo locafe. 

The Strategie IDP Objectives 

The overarching strategy for development of the Sol Plaatje Municipalify 
proposes looking at the IDP through the lens of the geographical “space- 
economy”. 

The “space-economy" means the geographic distribution of settlements 
(large and small), the activities within them (residential, commercial, 
institutional, recreational, and so on), and the relationship of these 
settlements and activities to the infrastructure that connects and supports 
them, and links in turn to surrounding agriculture and nature areas. 

People live their lives in geographic space; how activities and 
infrastructure are organised in space fundamentally impacts on people’s 
access to economie and social opportunities. 

For example, locating housing for the poor far away trom work 
opportunities, impacts on disposable income, XA/ork productivity and 
transport infrastructure provision. People have to pay a disproportionately 
high percentage of their incomes to move to and trom work, journeys take 
a long time, and infrastructure and vehicles have to be provided and 
maintained to transport them. Also, locating business opportunities far trom 
infrastructure increases the cost of products and diminishes the chances of 
success for large and small businesses. An informal trader or small café 
owner cannot hope to succeed without basic necessities such as water or 
a reasonable flow of passers-by. 

The Apartheid spatial legacy is the foundation for much of the inequity in 
society. A primary strategy of Apartheid was to manipulate the space- 
economy of towns, to provide good opportunities for whites and the rich 
and to deny opportunities for blacks and the poor. The best land and most 
viable locations, the best infrastructure and networks, have traditionally 
been offered to the minority of citizens. Only through restructuring the 
space-economy of our settlements can we hope to overcome our divided 
legacy. 
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Secondly, municipal strategy has over the last decade taken a strong 
“sectoral" approach. The approach looks at development in sectors such 
as Local Economie Development Plans, plans tor ‘Creative industries’, small 
enterprises, tourism, and so on. Unfortunately, much of this work is silent on 
the impact of space on specific sectors and has assisted to hide spatial 
inequity in our settlements. For example, very few, if any, Local Economie 
Development Plans will look at the relationship between transport 
infrastructure, economie opportunity and job creation. 

Thirdly, municipal government has considerable influence over the space 
economy of settlements. By virtue of its mandate, local government can 
determine the nature and location of key infrastructure and where 
settlement is to occur and where not. Local government cannot grow the 
economy, but it impacts on economie success through the provision and 
maintenance of infrastructure and how activities are organised in space. 

This strategy is dealt with in detail in the IDP 2012/13-2016/17 (Chapter 5). 
In reviewing the IDP Strategy it was found that it aligns with the National 
Development Plan’s Vision. The IDP Objectives were also found to be still 
relevant but that it needs some emphasis shifts due, mainly to the two 
following issues: 

1. The greater emphasis placed on the alignment of all government 
spheres to the National Development Plan - Vision 2030. 

2. The access of households to municipal services according to Census 
201 1 and the backlogs still remaining. 

4.3 Emphasis Shift in Attaining the iDP Objectives 

During the above review and considering the present IDP implementation 
progress it was found that SPM has achieved both financial and 
administrative stability and that emphasis should now be placed on 
accelerating the implementation of programmes and projects to achieve 
its strategie objectives outlined in Chapter 5 of the IDP 2012/13-2016/17. 

To achieve this goal priority should be given to the following key priority 
issues which must inform the Municipality's resource allocation and activities 
for the 2013/14 MTREF: 

1. An infrastructure ied growth path in the local economy to ensure 
sustainable development 
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SPM must continue and extent its bulk infrastructure development 
programme through the Municipal Infrastructure Investment Plan. During 
this process special attention should be given to implement the 
recommendations of the Non-revenue Water Minimization Report’s 
recommendation to address the excessive water losses. 

SPM must also prioritise road rehabilitation and development 
programmes. SPM should focus more on applying preventative 
mainfenance to roods such as resurfacing and crack sealing. These 
methods have proven to be more effective than patching as they 
would increase the lifespan of roods and thereby cutting future 
mainfenance cosfs, enabling SPM to rather focus on the construction of 
new roods. Pothole patching is not an effective mointenonce practice 
since it is reoctive mointenonce and does not contribute towards the 
structural enhancement of fhe pavement. 

SPM should build on its present partnership arrongements in moving 
towards a Green Economy. In this regard the energy saving 
programmes funded by the Eskom Demand Side Grant must be 
expedited. The work presently being done on Climote Chonge through 
SECCU in partnership with the Swiss Agency for Development and 
Cooperation (SDC) must receive more prominence. The South African 
Locol Government Association (SALGA) has entered into an ogreement 
with the Swiss Agency for Development and Cooperation (SDC) to 
facilitate implementation of fhe local governmenf parf of an Energy 
Efficiency Monitoring and Implemenfafion Project which is part of a 
broader support programme called ‘Energy Efficiënt Building 
Programme 2010 - 2014'. The programme is committed to supporting 
South Africa to contribute to the reduction of C02 emissions through 
energy efficiency interventions at policy, monitoring, research, training 
and implementation level. 

The project will focus on the implementation of energy efficiency 
policies and interventions in five pilot municipalities of which SPM is one. 

Sol Plaatje municipality has entered into an agreement with SALGA 
regarding the implementation of the Project, of which the main 
components are as follows: 

1 . Developing energy efficiency strategies and implementation plans. 

2. Institutional capacity assessments, planning and development at 
SALGA in relation to its role and mandate with respect to energy 
efficiency. 
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3. Knowledge sharing related to implementation of energy efficiency 
initiatives. 

4. Development of connnnunication sfrucfures related to energy 
efficiency between the national and local level. 

Service providers have been appointed to undertake the Institutional 
Capacity Assessments in the five pilot municipalities and SALGA in 
relation to their role and nnandate in respect of energy efficiency. The 
envisaged outconne of this study will be a proposal to the municipalities 
and SALGA regarding how their organograms should be adjusted to 
cater tor the implementation of municipal energy efficiency 
programmes. 

More resources must also be made available towards the Clean and 
Green City programme. 

SPM should, as a priority embark on a City Development Strategy 
process with a 20-year planning horizon as envisaged in the NDP and 
discussed above in Section 2. 

An Inner City Revival Programme linked to the new Northern Cape 
University must be prioritised in order to tap into the skills and resources 
that will be available during the development of the University. 


2. Concentrate on the Municipality’s core functions, namely to improve the 
efficiency of its service deiivery to househoids who need it most 

SPM must as a priority complete its 5-year integrated and costed 
housing and service deiivery plan to address the backlogs in household 
services in order to access the necessary funding tor the different 
services available. During this process the upgrading of informal 
settlements must be prioritised to ensure at least security of tenure to 
beneficiaries in the short term. The “gap” housing as well as middle to 
high income housing opportunities should also be addressed as 
envisaged in the SPM Integrated Human Settlement Plan. 

A Customer Care Strategy and Plan must be prepared as a matter of 
urgency and should include a Customer Call Centre (and Hot Line) tor 
all services. The fleet management processes should be enhanced to 
ensure efficiënt service deiivery. 

A Service Centre must be established in Ritchie to serve especially 
indigent customers without own transport and to enhance service 
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delivery in this settlement. Existing decentralised pay points must be 
upgraded to serve communities more effectively. 

A strategy should be developed for the municipal owned resorts to turn 
these resorts oround trom being o liability to becoming on osset. 

SPM should olso prioritise the development and implementotion of Word 
and Precinct Plans and attend to disaster management issues in line with 
the Disaster Management Plan - especially related to flooding which 
affects the poor communities most. 


3. Ensure financial sustainability 

In order for SPM to attain financial susfainabilify if will be importanf for if 
to enhance multi-year planning and budgeting - both operational and 
Capital planning and budgeting. In this process it should adopt a strict 
zero-budgeting approach. 

In lieu of ifs present positive financial position SPM must contribute more 
of ifs own financial resources fo capita! investment to achieve better 
service delivery and infrastructure refurbishment, replacement and 
development to ensure sustainable growth in the municipal area. 


4. Improve the effectiveness of the Administration 

The Mission of SPM, namely: To be a sustainable and efficiënt 
municipality, and the Values, namely: customer focus, infegrify, 
transparency, openness and developmenf orienfafion provides the 
backdrop for an approach fo Human Resource’s contribufion to the 
achievement of municipal sfrafegic objecfives in the medium to long 
term. 

The proposed SPM HR Strategy aims to align its Human Resources with 
the Municipal requirements by acquiring, developing and retaining the 
right staff with competencies that support SPMs IDP objectives and 
creating a Human Resource framework that promotes efficiency and 
producfivity. 

The currenf SPM organisafional model sfill has a number of challenges 
thaf need to be addressed specifically in terms of the need to enhance 
the effectiveness of fhe administration. The following pointers pertaining 
to human resources should be considered as a basis for changing fhe 
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SPM trajectory. In particular, key changes required in the management 
of Human Resources at SPM include: 

• The most critical HR deliverable must be o revised and Consolidated 
orgonisotion and stoft establishment that reconciles with the payroll 
(without this proper HR management is not possible). 

• The second most critical HR deliverable is o properly structured skills 
development plan, clearly indicating where the most critical skills 
gaps are and how they will be addressed. 

• Following closely on this, a Succession Management Plan needs to be 
put in place (specifically taking the oge profile of key stoft and 
managers into account). 

• Another critical HR deliverable is o culture chonge progromme to 
reinvigorote the orgonisotion, estoblish a new code of conduct at oll 
levels and positively enhance the profile of the municipality. 

It is therefore critical to complete the work on the HR Strategy as well as 
the revised Organogramme. 

The present Performance Management System (PMS) must be fully 
institutionalised to all levels of stoft and a Reword and Recognition Policy 
must be completed to ensure proper buy-in into the PMS. A process to 
prepare Standard Operotional Procedures tor all functions should also 
be prioritised. 

It is also important to enhance the project management skills and 
processes in the administration to ensure the delivery of capita! projects 
on time, within budget and according to set qualities. In this process the 
Project Management Unit should play a central role. 


5. Action Agenda: From Strategie Objectives to an Action 
Plan 


SPM needs to operotionolise the above Strategie Development Agenda. This 
can be achieved by prioritising the IDP Objectives and the activities to 
achieve them as outlined above and to ensure that the resource allocation 
of the Municipality over the remaining period of this IDP cycle addresses 
these priorities. It is also important that it must be possible to monitor and 
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measure whether this is in fact happening. This will only be possible if Key 
Performance Indicators and Targets are attached to the IDP Objectives 

It is therefore important to put in place a framework tor strategie prioritisation. 
The prioritisation of the 5-year action plan, however, does not start trom a 
zero-base. The current Schedule of programmes, projects and activities 
contained in SPM’s Budget, and especially the Capital programme consists 
of a mixture of roll-over committed projects, multi-year grant funded projects, 
counter commitments, and operational expenditure requirements. 

The key challenge with the current Schedule is the need to allow some 
reprioritisation without disrupting the momentum in delivering these 
programmes, projects and activities. 


6 . Implementing the IDP and Budget through the Service 
Delivery and Budget Implementation Plan (SDBIP) 


Projects and activities have been identified to address the key focus areas 
discussed above and have been resourced with the available financial 
resources from own confirmed funding and gazetted funding from National 
and Provincial Government. This process is diagrammatically indicated 
below:

Capital and Operational 


The operational resources are contained in the Operational Budget as part 
of the draft Budget tor the 2013/14 MTREF. 

The 5-Year Capital Plan contained in the IDP 2012/13-2016/17 has also been 
revised and aligned to the focus areas for the 2013/14 MTREF. 

The funded Capital Programme for the 2013/14 MTREF is part of the Budget, 
attached as Annexure 1 . 

The IDP’s Multi-year Municipal Performance Plan has also been reviewed in 
line with the IDP priorities as discussed above. 

Finally the SPM’s SDBIP for 2013/14 has been prepared and submitted to the 
Executive Mayor. The SDBIP gives effect to the implementation of the IDP 
and Budget of fhe Municipality. The IDP Objectives, Key Performance 
Indicators and Targets aligned to the Budget within each Key Performance 
Area in the Multi-year Municipal Performance Plan informs the SDBIP for the 
2013/14 financial year and breaks it up into quarterly targets. 


6.1 Monitoring the Implementation of the IDP and Budget 

The “top layer” SDBIP is used as a framework for the Crganisational 
Performance Management System. 

The implementation of the IDP and Budget is monitored, evaluated, reported 
and measured through the integrated Performance Management System 
(PMS) to ensure that the resources available to the Municipality are directed 
at the delivery of priorifised projecfs, programmes and operations fhat meet 
the agreed IDP Cbjectives. Monitoring, evaluating, measuring and reporting 
performance will also assisf the Municipality; 

o To make immediate and appropriate changes in the 
prioritized delivery process and to adjust resources 
accordingly; 

Identify and overcome major or systemic blockages in the 
delivery process and 


o 
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o Guide future planning on development objectives and 
resource use.

MFMA Circular No 68 

Municipal Finance Management Act No. 56 of 2003 


Unauthorised, Irregular, Fruitless and Wasteful 
Expenditure 


The purpose of this Circular is to provide clarity on the procedures to be followed when 
dealing with unauthorised, irregular or fruitless and wasteful expenditure as defined in 
section 1 of the Municipal Finance Management Act (MFMA). 

Municipalities are organs of state within the local sphere of government that collect monies 
from the public in the form of rates, taxes, levies, surcharges, duties and service charges, 
receive grants from national and provincial government and borrow for capita! expenditure or 
bridging finance for short term purposes. These resources are appropriated by Council for 
the purpose of fulfilling its powers and functions, primarily to deliver services, in accordance 
with their mandate as set out in sections 151 ,153 and 156 of the Constitution. 

In terms of section 4(2)(a) of the Municipal Systems Act (MSA) the council has a duty to use 
the resources of the municipality in the best interest of the local community. This duty is 
extended to individual councillors through the Code of Conduct for Councillors which States 
that a councillor must: 

i. “perform the functions of office in goed faith, honestly and in a transparant 
manner, and 

ii. at all times act in the best interests of the community and in such a way that the 
credibility and integrity of the municipality are not compromised.” 

The Auditor-General has highiighted an escalating trend in unauthorised, irregular, fruitless 
and wasteful expenditure in municipalities over recent years, evident in the audit reports and 
summarized in the annual reports on local government. We have also noticed a sense of 
uncertainty amongst municipalities on the understanding of how irregular expenditure should 
be treated and who has the legislative power to deal with irregular expenditure. The 
uncertainty relates mainly to how municipalities should conclusively deal with such matters, 
the process to be followed and the manner in which such matters should be recorded and 
disclosed. This Circular aims to provide clarity in this regard so that there is a common 
understanding on the process to be followed in dealing with these categories of expenditure. 
In order to better illustrate the process to be followed, a flowchart is attached (Annexure C), 
which sets out a step by step process for dealing with irregular expenditure. This process 
flowchart will assist municipalities in dealing with irregular expenditure and also reduce the 
extent of irregular expenditure prior to the commencement of the next audit cycle. 

The Circular is supported by a Register (Annexure A) which will assist municipalities in 
recording, keeping track and managing the categories of expenditure mentioned above in a 
more transparent manner. The Register will be a central source of Information concerning 
this type of expenditure for Council and relevant external stakeholders, by clearly recording 
the details of the transactiën, the type of expenditure, the persen liable for the expenditure 
and what measures were taken by the municipality to address the matter. 

Each Council therefore has a duty to introducé and adopt policies and processes to: 
a) Prevent unauthorised, irregular, fruitless and wasteful expenditure; 
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b) Identify and investigate unauthorised, irregular, fruitless and wasteful 
expenditure; 

c) Respond appropriately in accordance with the law; and 

d) To address instances of unauthorised, irregular, fruitless and wasteful 
expenditure conclusively. 


Defining unauthorised, irregular, fruitless and wasteful expenditure 
Unauthorised expenditure 

Unauthorised expenditure is defined in section 1 of the MFMA as follows: 

“unauthorised expenditure”, in relation to a municipality, means any expenditure 
incurred by a municipality otherwise than in accordance with section 15 or 11 (3), 
and includes — 

(a) overspending of the total amount appropriated in the municipality’s 
approved budget; 

(b) overspending of the total amount appropriated for a vote in the 
approved budget; 

(c) expenditure from a vote unrelated to the department or functional 
area covered by the vote; 

(d) expenditure of money appropriated for a specific purpose, otherwise 
than for that specific purpose; 

(e) spending of an allocation referred to in paragraph (b), (c) or (d) of the 
definition of “allocation” otherwise than in accordance with any 
conditions of the allocation; or 

(f) a grant by the municipality otherwise than in accordance with this Act. 

Section 15 of the MFMA deals with appropriation of funds for expenditure and provides that 
a municipality may, except where otherwise provided in the MFMA, incur expenditure only in 
terms of an approved budget and within the limits of the amounts appropriated for the 
different votes in an approved budget. With reference to MFMA section 1 (a) in the definition 
above, a municipality’s budget is divided into an operational budget and a capita! budget. 
Overspending must be determined in relation to both the operational budget and the Capital 
budget. 

With reference to MFMA section 1 (b) - a municipality’s operational and capita! budgets are 
divided into ‘votes’ which represent those components of the budget that have amounts 
appropriated for the financial year, for different departments or functional areas. The 
Municipal Budget and Reporting Regulations (MBRR) prescribe the structure and formats of 
municipal budgets, including votes, in Tables Al to AIO. Votes are informed by Table A3 
(Budgeted Financial Performance: revenues and expenditure by municipal vote) and Table 
A5 (Budgeted Capital Expenditure by vote, Standard classification and funding). Budget 
Table A4 (Budgeted Financial Performance: revenue and expenditure) by implication is 
approved by the council and as such must also be taken into consideration when 
determining unauthorised expenditure. In other words, when considering unauthorised 
expenditure from an operating budget both Table A3 and A4 (read in conjunction with the 
supporting table SA1) of the MBRR would have to be considered. Overspending must also 
be determined in relation to each of the votes on both the operational budget and the Capital 
budget. Where Council has approved a virement policy that allows the accounting officer to 
make limited shifts of funds between votes, must also be taken into account. 
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With reference to MFMA section 1 (c) - funds appropriated in a vote for a department may 
not be used for purposes unrelated to the functions of that department. In other words, an 
accounting officer or other official may not use funds allocated to one department for 
purposes of another department or for purposes that are not provided for in the budget. 
Where a Council has approved a virement policy, shifts made in accordance with that policy 
may be allowed, and must be taken into account when reviewing such expenditure. 

With reference to MFMA section 1 (d) - in addition to appropriating funds for a department’s 
vote, the Council may also appropriate funds for a specific purpose within a department’s 
vote, for example, for specific training initiatives or a Capital project. Funds that have been 
designated for a specific purpose or project may not be used for any other purpose. 

With reference to MFMA section 1 (e) - the items referred to in the definition of ‘allocation’ 
are national and provincial conditional grants to a municipality and other ‘conditional’ 
allocations to the municipality from another municipality or another organ of state. Any use 
of conditional grant funds for a purpose other than that specified in the relevant conditional 
grant framework is classified as unauthorised expenditure. 

With reference to MFMA section 1 (f) - section 67 of the MFMA regulates the transfer of 
municipal funds to organizations and bodies outside government. In terms of this section, a 
municipality may only provide grants to organizations and NOT individuals. Therefore any 
grant to an individual is unauthorised expenditure, uniess it is in terms of the municipality’s 
indigent policy or bursary scheme. 

Therefore, valid expenditure decisions can only be made by council in terms of a budget or 
an adjustments budget. It follows that only the council may authorise instances of 
unauthorised expenditure and council must do so through an adjustment budget. This 
principle is further reiterated in section 32(2)(a)(i) of the MFMA read with regulation 25 of the 
MBRR which States that unauthorised expenditure must be authorised by the municipality in 
an adjustments budget that is approved by the municipal council. This is the rationele for the 
provisions in regulation 23(6) of the MBRR which provides the legal framework for the 
authorisation of unauthorised expenditure. 

Expenditures that are NOT classified as unauthorised expenditure 

Given the definition of unauthorised expenditure, the following are examples of expenditures 
that are NOT unauthorised expenditure: 

(i) Any over-collection on the revenue side of the budget as this is not an 
expenditure; and 

(ii) Any expenditure incurred in respect of: 

• any of the transactions mentioned in section 1 1 (1 )(a) to (j) of the MFMA; 

• re-allocation of funds and the use of such funds in accordance with a 
council approved virement policy; 

• overspending of an amount allocated by Standard classification on the 
main budget Table A2 (Budgeted Financial Performance: revenue and 
expenditure by Standard classification), as long as it does not result in 
overspending of a ‘vote’ on the main budget Table A3 (Budgeted Financial 
Performance: revenue and expenditure by municipal vote) and Table A4 
(Budgeted Financial Performance: revenue and expenditure (read in 
conjunction with supporting Table SA1) of the MBRR; and 

• overspending of an amount allocated by Standard classification on the 
main budget Table A5 (Budgeted Capital Expenditure by vote, Standard 
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classification and funding) of the MBRR so long as it does not result in 
overspending of a ‘vote’ on the main budget Table A5. 

Unauthorised expenditure on “non-cash” items 

Municipalities have recently raised concern over non-cash items being classified as 
unauthorised expenditure owing to the total amount of the budget being exceeded. Such 
expenditure relates to debt impairment, depreciation, asset impairment, transfers and grants 
as appropriated in Table A4 (Budgeted Statement of Financial Performance: revenue and 
expenditure) of the MBRR. 

Although these expenditures are considered non-cash items as there is no transactiën with 
any service provider or supplier, an under provision during the budget compilation process is 
a material misstatement of the surplus or deficit position of the municipality. This could be 
the result of poor budgeting or financial management, or unknown events that gave rise to 
the asset and debt impairment after the adoption of the budget. In this regard Table A4 
(Budgeted Statement of Financial Performance: revenue and expenditure) must be read in 
conjunction with supporting Table SA1 of the MBRR. 

Unforeseen and unavoidable expenditure 

Unforeseen and unavoidable expenditure is discussed in section 29 of the MFMA and reads 
as follows: 

(1) The mayor of a municipality may in emergency or other exceptional 
circumstances authorise unforeseeable and unavoidable expenditure 
for which no provision was made in an approved budget. 

(2) Any such expenditure — 

(a) must be in accordance with any framework that may be 
prescribed; 

(b) may not exceed a prescribed percentage of the approved 
annual budget; 

(c) must be reported by the mayor to the municipal council at its 
next meeting; and 

(d) must be appropriated in an adjustments budget. 

(3) If such adjustments budget is not passed within 60 days after the 
expenditure was incurred, the expenditure is unauthorised and 
section 32 applies. 

The framework referred to in section 29(2)(a) of the MFMA is prescribed in chapter 5 of the 
MBRR, and contained in regulation 71 and 72. The following shall apply: 

(i) the amount the mayor authorised as unforeseen and unavoidable expenditure 
exceeds the monetary limits set in regulation 72 of the MBRR, the amount in 
excess of the limit is unauthorised; 

(ii) the reason for the mayor authorising the unforeseen and unavoidable 
expenditure does not fall within the ambit of regulation 71(1) of the MBRR, the 
expenditure is unauthorised; 

(iii) the reason for the mayor not authorising the unforeseen and unavoidable 
expenditure falls outside the ambit of regulation 71(2) of the MBRR, the 
expenditure is unauthorised; and 

(iv) the council does not appropriate the expenditure in an adjustments budget that 
is passed within 60 days after the expenditure was incurred, the expenditure is 
unauthorised. 
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Irregular expenditure 

Irregular expenditure is defined in section 1 of the MFMA as follows: 

“irregular expenditure”, in relation to a municipality or municipal entity, means — 

(a) expenditure incurred by a municipality or municipal entity in 
contravention of, or that is not in accordance with, a requirement of 
this Act, and which has not been condoned in terms of section 170; 

(b) expenditure incurred by a municipality or municipal entity in 
contravention of, or that is not in accordance with, a requirement of 
the Municipal Systems Act, and which has not been condoned in 
terms of that Act; 

(c) expenditure incurred by a municipality in contravention of, or that is 
not in accordance with, a requirement of the Public Office- Bearers 
Act, 1998 (Act No. 20 of 1998); or 

(d) expenditure incurred by a municipality or municipal entity in 
contravention of, or that is not in accordance with, a requirement of 
the supply Chain management policy of the municipality or entity or 
any of the municipality’s by-laws giving effect to such policy, and 
which has not been condoned in terms of such policy or by-law, 

but excludes expenditure by a municipality which falls within the definition of 

“unauthorised expenditure”. 

In this context ‘expenditure’ refers to any use of municipal funds that is in contravention of 
the following legislation: 

• Municipal Finance Management Act, Act 56 of 2003, and its regulations; 

• Municipal Systems Act, Act 32 of 2000, and its regulations; 

• Public Office-Bearers Act, Act 20 of 1 998, and its regulations; and 

• The municipality’s supply chain management policy, and any by-laws giving 
effect to that policy 

Although a transaction or an event may trigger irregular expenditure, a municipality or 
municipal entity will only identify irregular expenditure when a payment is made, in other 
words, the recognitiën of irregular expenditure will be linked to a financial transaction. If the 
possibility of irregular expenditure is determined prior to a payment being made, the 
transgression shall be regarded as a matter of non-compliance. Details on treatment of 
irregular expenditure are dealt with later in this Circular. 

Fruitless and wasteful expenditure 

Fruitless and wasteful expenditure is defined in section 1 of the MFMA as follows: 

“fruitless and wasteful expenditure” means expenditure that was made in vain 
and would have been avoided had reasonable care been exercised. 

The concept of fruitless and wasteful expenditure is founded on public administration and 
accountability principles, to promote “efficiënt, economie and effective use of resources and 
the attainment of value for money”. The idea is also founded on the fact that the council, the 
mayor and the accounting officer have a fiduciary responsibility to ensure that municipal 
resources are used in the best interests of the municipality and the local community. 

In this context ‘expenditure’ refers broadly to processes that must be followed, transactions 
with service providers or suppliers and the use of other resources belonging to the 
municipality. The phrase ‘made in vain’ indicates that the municipality derived no value for 
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money from the expenditure or the use of other resources. Fruitless and wasteful 
expenditure must fulfill both the conditions in the definition, namely, that it was made in vain 
and it would have been avoided had reasonable care been exercised. The treatment of 
such expenditure is dealt with later in this Circular. 

Process to be followed when dealing with unauthorised, irregular, fruitless and 
wasteful expenditure 

Unauthorised expenditure 

In considering authorisation of unauthorised expenditure, council must consider the 
following factors: 

(i) Has the matter been referred to Council for a determination and decision? 

(ii) Has the nature, extent, grounds and value of the unauthorised expenditure been 
submitted to Council? 

(iii) Has the incident been referred to a council committee for investigation and 
recommendations? 

(iv) Has it been established whether the accounting officer or official or public office 
bearer that made, permitted or authorised the unauthorised expenditure acted 
deliberately or in a negligent or grossly negligent manner? 

(v) Has the accounting officer informed Council, the mayor or the executive 
committee that a particular decision would result in an unauthorised expenditure 
as per section 32(3) of the MFMA? 

(vi) Are there good grounds shown as to why an unauthorised expenditure should be 
authorised? For example: 

• the mayor, accounting officer or official was acting in the best interests of 
the municipality and the local community by making and permitting 
unauthorised expenditure; 

• the mayor, accounting officer or official was acting in good faith when 
making and permitting unauthorised expenditure; and 

• the municipality has not suffered any material loss as a result of the action. 

In these instances, the council may authorise the unauthorised expenditure. If unauthorised 
expenditure is approved by council, there would be no further consequences for the political 
office-bearers or officials involved in the decision to incur the expenditure. 

Adjustments budgets to authorise unauthorised expenditure 

Section 15 of the MFMA provides that a municipality may incur expenditure only in terms of 
an approved budget. This is confirmed by section 32(2)(a)(i) of the MFMA that provides that 
council may only authorise unauthorised expenditure in an adjustments budget. 

Sections 28(c) and 28(g) of the MFMA, read together with regulations 23(1), 23(2), 23(4) 
and 23(6) of the MBRR, discusses when council may authorise unauthorised expenditure in 
an adjustments budget. This can be addressed in three different adjustments budgets as 
follows: 


(a) Adjustments budget for unforeseen and unavoidable expenditure: An 

adjustments budget to allow council to provide ex post authorisation for 
unforeseen and unavoidable expenditure that was authorised by the mayor in 
terms of section 29 of the MFMA must be tabled in council at the “first available 
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opportunity” or within the 60 days after the expenditure was incurred (see section 
29(3) of the MFMA). Should either of these timeframes be missed, the 
unforeseen and unavoidable expenditure must be treated in the same manner as 
any other type of unauthorised expenditure, and may still be authorised in one of 
the other adjustments budgets process described below. 

(b) Main adjustments budget. In terms of regulation 23(6)(a) of the MBRR, council 
may authorise unauthorised expenditure in the adjustments budget which may 
be tabled in council “at any time after the mid-year budget and performance 
assessment has been tabled in the council, but not later than 28 February of the 
current year”. Therefore unauthorised expenditure that occurred in the first half 
of the current financial year may be authorised by council in this adjustments 
budget. Where unauthorised expenditure from this period is not identified or 
investigated in time to include in this adjustments budget, it must be held over to 
the following adjustments budget process noted below. 

(c) Special adjustments budget to authorise unauthorised expenditure: In 

terms of regulation 23(6)(b) of the MBRR, council may authorise unauthorised 
expenditure in a special adjustments budget tabled in council when the mayor 
tables the annual report in terms of section 127(2) of the MFMA. This special 
adjustments budget “may only deal with unauthorised expenditure from the 
previous financial year which the council is being requested to authorise in terms 
of section 32(2)(a)(i) of the Act.” This special adjustments budget therefore 
deals with: 

• unauthorised expenditure that occurred in the first half of the previous 
financial year that was not included in the main adjustments budget or that 
was included but referred back for further investigation or further 
Information; 

• unauthorised expenditure that occurred in the second half of the previous 
financial year, and 

• any unauthorised expenditure identified by the Auditor-General during the 
annual audit process. 

The timing of this special adjustments budget requires: 

• the municipality to report all the unauthorised expenditure in its annual 
financial statements (thus ensuring transparency regarding its performance 
with implementing the budget); 

• the Auditor-General to audit the municipality’s disclosure of its 
unauthorised expenditure and to add any further unauthorised expenditure 
identified in the audit process; and 

• sufficiënt time (but also places a time limit) for instances of unauthorised 
expenditure to be properly investigated before being presented to council 
for a decision on whether or not to authorise it; the investigation is normally 
done by a council committee. 

Recovery of unauthorised expenditure 

All instances of unauthorised expenditure must be recovered from the liable official or 
political office-bearer, uniess the unauthorised expenditure has been authorised by council 
in an adjustments budget. 

Once it has been established who is liable for the unauthorised expenditure, the accounting 
officer must, in writing, request that the liable official or political office-bearer pay the amount 
within 30 days or in reasonable installments. If the person fails to comply with the request, 
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the matter must be handed to the municipality’s legal division for the recovery of the debt 
through the normal debt collection process. 

Irregular expenditure 

In terms of section 32(2)(b) irregular expenditure may only be written-off by Council if, after 
an investigation by a council committee, the irregular expenditure is certified as 
irrecoverable. In other words writing-off is not a primary response, it is subordinate to the 
recovery processes, and may only take place if the irregular expenditure is certified by 
Council as irrecoverable, based on the findings of an investigation. 

With reference to (a) as defined, - in terms of section 170 of the MFMA, only the National 
Treasury may condone non-compliance with a regulation issued in terms of the MFMA or a 
conditiën imposed by the Act itself. The municipal Council therefore has no power in terms 
of the MFMA to condone any act of non-compliance in terms of the MFMA or any of its 
regulations. The treatment of expenditure associated with the non-compliance is therefore 
the responsibility of the Council and is elaborated on page 10. 

With reference to (b) as defined - there is no provision in the MSA that allows for a 
contravention of the Act to be condoned. Nevertheless, should a municipality wish to 
request that an act of non-compliance with any provision of the MSA be condoned, then the 
accounting officer should address the request to the Minister of Co-operative Governance 
and Traditional Affairs, who is responsible for administering the MSA. The resultant 
expenditure should however be dealt with in terms of section 32(2) of the MFMA. 

With reference to (c) as defined - there is no provision to allow irregular expenditure 
resulting from a contravention of the Public Office-Bearers Act to be condoned. This is 
consistent with section 167(2) of the MFMA, which provides that such irregular expenditure 
cannot be written-off and must be recovered from the politica! office-bearer concerned. 

With reference to (d) as defined - a council may condone a contravention of the council 
approved SCM policy or a by-law giving effect to such policy, provided that the 
contravention, is not also a contravention of the MFMA or the SCM regulations, in which 
case (a) applies and then only National Treasury can condone a contravention of the SCM 
regulations. Any such requests must be accompanied by a full motivation and submitted to 
mfma@treasurv.qov.za for consideration. 


Once the Accounting Officer or Council becomes aware of any allegation of irregular 
expenditure, such allegation may be referred to the municipality’s own Internal Audit Unit or 
any other appropriate investigative body for investigation, to determine whether or not 
grounds exist for a charge of financial misconduct to be laid against the official liable for the 
expenditure. 

Ratification of minor breaches of the procurement process 

In terms of regulation 36(1 )(b) of the Municipal Supply Chain Management Regulations, the 
supply Chain policy of a municipality may allow the accounting officer to ratify any minor 
breaches of the procurement processes by an official or committee acting in terms of 
delegated powers or duties which are purely technical in nature. Where a municipality’s 
supply Chain management policy does not include this provision the accounting officer 
cannot exercise this ratification power. It is important to note that the accounting officer can 
only rely on this provision if the official or committee who committed the breach had the 
delegated authority to perform the function in terms of the municipality’s adopted System of 
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Delegations, which must be consistent with the MFMA and its regulations. The process to 
deal with minor breaches of the SCM policy is contained in a flowchart, refer to (Annexure 
B). 

Note that the accounting officer may only ratify a breach of process, and not the irregular 
expenditure itself, which means that the ‘irregular’ expenditure will still remain irregular. The 
responsibility to ratify the actual irregular expenditure vests with the Council and processes 
to deal with such matters are outlined in section 32(2) of the MFMA read together with 
Regulation 74 of the MBRR. 

Regulation 36(2) of the SCM regulations States that the accounting officer must record the 
reasons for any deviations and report to the next Council meeting, and disclose this 
expenditure in a note to the annual financial statements. The emphasis is on recording the 
“reasons for any deviations and the associated expenditure”. 

AH breaches of a municipality’s SCM policy will result in irregular expenditure, in the event 
that expenditure is incurred; the monetary value of this irregular expenditure is not relevant. 
The issue of whether the breach is minor or material relates to the nature of the breach and 
the intent of those responsible for the breach; not to the monetary value thereof. 

In terms of regulation 36 of the SCM Regulations, the accounting officer is responsible for 
deciding whether a particular breach of procurement processes is minor or material. In 
exercising this discretion the accounting officer must be guided by: 

a) the specific nature of the breach: is it simply technical in nature, not impacting in any 
significant way on the essential fairness, equity, transparency, competitiveness or 
cost effectiveness of the procurement process? 

b) the circumstance surrounding the breach: are the circumstances justifiable or, at 
least, excusable? 

c) the intent of those responsible for the breach: were they acting in good faith? 

d) the financial implication as a result of the breach: what was the extent of the loss or 
benefit? 

The accounting officer would have to consider the merits of each breach of the procurement 
processes and take a decision as to whether it should be classified as a minor or material 
breach. 

Note that this category only covers breaches of procurement processes in the municipality’s 
SCM policy and not breaches of other legislation or regulations. 

It is important to emphasise that, in terms of the regulation 36 of the SCM Regulations, only 
the accounting officer can consider the ratification of minor breaches of procurement 
processes that are purely of a technical nature. 

It is advisable that the accounting officer implement appropriate processes in the 
municipality’s SCM policy to investigate the nature of the breach so that an informed 
decision on corrective action can be made. In the event that a breach falls outside the 
classification of a minor breach, the accounting officer cannot follow the remedy contained in 
regulation 36 (1) (b). 

The MFMA and the SCM regulations do not specify what these processes should be, 
however, it is recommended that Council investigate the nature of the breach through its 
Internal Audit Unit or any other investigation body and adopt corrective action as 
recommended by the Audit Committee. 
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The SCM regulation 36(2) specifies a separate process for reporting the ratification of minor 
breaches to council, after they have been ratified by the accounting officer. The findings of 
any investigation must be reported to the accounting officer for consideration when making a 
decision in this regard. It is important to maintain documentary evidence for audit purposes 

Disciplinary charges for irregular expenditure 

If, after having followed a proper investigation, the council concludes that the political office- 
bearer or official responsible for making, permitting or authorising irregular expenditure did 
not act in good faith, then the municipality must consider instituting disciplinary action and/or 
criminal charges against the liable person/s. 

If the irregular expenditure falls within the ambit of the above description, then the council, 
mayor or accounting officer (as may be relevant) must institute disciplinary action as follows: 

(i) Financial misconduct in terms of section 171 of the MFMA. in the case of an 
official that deliberately or negligently: 

• contravened a provision of the MFMA which resulted in irregular 
expenditure; or 

• made, permitted or authorised an irregular expenditure (due to non- 
compliance with any of legislation mentioned in the definition of irregular 
expenditure); 

(ii) Breach of the Code of Conduct for Municipal Staff Members: in the case of an 
official whose actions in making, permitting or authorizing an irregular 
expenditure constitute a breach of the Code; and 

(iii) Breach of the Code of Conduct for Councillors: in the case of a political office- 
bearer, whose actions in making, permitting or authorizing an irregular 
expenditure constitute a breach of the Code. This would also include instances 
where a councillor knowingly voted in favour or agreed with a resolution before 
council that contravened legislation resulting in irregular expenditure when 
implemented, or where the political office-bearer improperly interfered in the 
management or administration of the municipality. 

Criminal charges arising from an act of irregular expenditure 

If, after following a proper investigation, the council concludes that the official or political 
office-bearer responsible for making, permitting or authorising an instance of irregular 
expenditure acted deliberately or negligently, then the Council must institute disciplinary 
procedures and lay criminal charges against the liable official or political office-bearer. 

The irregular expenditure was the result of a breach of the definition of irregular expenditure 
it must be considered in terms of section 173 of the MFMA. 

Recovery of irregular expenditure 

AN instances of irregular expenditure must be recovered from the liable official or political 
office-bearer, uniess the expenditure is certified by the municipal council, after investigation 
by a council committee, as irrecoverable and is written off by the council. In other words, the 
expenditure that is written off is therefore condoned. 

Irregular expenditures resulting from breaches of the Public Office- Bearers Act is an 
exception in that the irregular expenditure must be recovered from the political office-bearer 
to whom it was paid, who might not have been responsible for making, permitting or 
authorising the irregular expenditure. 
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Once it has been established who is liable for the irregular expenditure, the accounting 
officer must in writing request that the liable political office-bearer or official pay the amount 
within 30 days or in reasonable installments. If the person fails to comply with the request, 
the matter must be recovered through the normal debt collection process of the municipality. 

Fruitless and wasteful expenditure 

The processes to respond appropriately to fruitless and wasteful expenditure are similar to 
the following three processes outlined for irregular expenditure: 

(i) disciplinary charges against officials and political office bearers; 

(ii) criminal charges against officials and political office-bearers; and 

(iii) recovery of the fruitless and wasteful expenditure from the liable persons. 

The description of the categories of irregular expenditure in the above three instances can 
be applied directly to fruitless and wasteful expenditure. The difference is that fruitless and 
wasteful expenditure can arise in any circumstance and is not dependent on non-compliance 
with any legislation. 

Council should follow section 32(2)(b) of the MFMA when dealing with instances of fruitless 
and wasteful expenditure. 

Register of unauthorised, irregular, fruitless and wasteful expenditure 

AH instances of unauthorised, irregular, fruitless and wasteful expenditures must be reported 
to the mayor, the MEC for local government in the province, the Auditor-General, disclosed 
in the annual report, and to council as required by section 32(4) and 74 of the MFMA. This 
disclosure will assist in addressing challenges relating to expenditure control and 
transparant reporting in order to strengthen accountability. 

The introduction of a ‘register’ to capture unauthorised, irregular, fruitless and wasteful 
expenditure will ensure that financial management in municipalities is improved, resulting in 
better audit outcomes. 

AH municipalities need to do all they can to prevent prohibited expenditures. The accounting 
officer also needs to make sure that the municipality has proper processes in place to record 
and manage prohibited expenditures, should they occur. Therefore, as part of complying 
with section 62(1 )(d) of the MFMA, the accounting officer (who may delegate the task to the 
chief financial officer) must set-up and maintain a Register of Unauthorised, Irreguiar, 
Fruitless and Wasteful Expenditures. 

Annexure A sets out the minimum information that should appear in such a Register. 
Municipalities are free to add more detail should they deern this necessary. The aim of the 
Register is also to serve as a tooi for recording all unauthorised, irregular, fruitless and 
wasteful expenditures and for tracking progress in dealing with the consequences flowing 
from such expenditures until all the issues that gave rise to the expenditures are properly 
resolved in accordance with the legal framework. 

Municipalities are required to implement a register of unauthorised, irregular, fruitless and 
wasteful expenditure from 1 July 2013, for all transactions falling within this category and 
ensure it is updated on a continuous basis. This information will allow management to 
address such matters more thoroughiy and within appropriate timeframes. 
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Conclusion 

This MFMA circular provides for a basis by which municipalities can define, identify and 
respond to instances of unauthorised, irregular, fruitless and wasteful expenditure. 

All expenditure falling into the above category must be investigated as required by the 
MFMA, recommendations submitted to Council for consideration and decisions taken to 
attend to such matters, before 30 June 2013, where appropriate. 

A Register of unauthorised, irregular, fruitless and wasteful expenditure must be introduced 
for all transactions falling within this category, from 1 July 2013.

NERSA guideline tariffs for municipalities necessitate the introduction and implementation of 
inclined block tariff for domestic users. This has had a major impact on all categories of electricity tariffs. 

In addtion to this, SPM sought to simplifiy and align it's "Large Power User" tariffs with Eskom's municipal billing 
structure. This required a revision of all commercial/business based tariffs. 

For large power users a low and high demand season tariff was introduced.

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1. INTRODUCTION 

1.1. Legislative Framework 

The Municipal Finance Management Act (MFMA) No. 56 of 2003 requires 
that municipalities prepare a Service Delivery and Budget 
Implementation Plan (SDBIP) as an implementation and management 
tooi to ensure that budgetary decisions that are adopted by 
municipalities tor the finonciol yeor are aligned with their Integrated 
Development Plan. 

Section 1 of the Municipal Finance Management Act (MFMA) No. 56 of 
2003 defines the “service delivery and budget implementation plan” as 
the detailed plan approved by the mayor of the municipality in ferms of 
Section 53 (1) (c) (ii) for implementing the municipality's delivery of 
municipal services and its annual budget and which must include the 
following:- 

a) Projections of each month of- 

(i) revenue to be collected, by source; and 

(ii) operational and capita! expenditure, by vote; 

b) Service delivery targets and performance indicators for each 
quarter; and 

c) Any other maffers that may be prescribed, and includes ony 
revisions of such plan by the mayor in ferms of section 54( 1 ) (c) . 

In terms of Secfion 53 (i)(c)(ii) of fhe MFMA, fhe SDBIP musf be approved 
by the Mayor of a municipality within 28 days of fhe approval of the 
budget. 

MFMA Circular 13 further addresses the minimum requirements of the 
SDBIP in detail. 


1 .2. OverView 

The Sol Plaatje Municipality has prepared its 2013/14 SDBIP in line with the 
above. The SDBIP will serve as a “contract” between the administration, 
council and the community to deliver on the services outlined in the 
SDBIP and to manage the finances of the Municipality in a transparant 
and accountable manner. Not only will the SDBIP serve as an 
appropriate monitoring tooi in the execution of the Municipality’s budget 
to achieve key strategie priorities as set by the Integrated Development 
Plan (IDP), but will also serve as an essential part of the annual 
performance contracts for the Municipal Manager and Managers 
reporting directly to the Municipal Manager as well as middle managers 
up to job level 6 (Salary Grades Dl to D5) and provide a foundation for 
fhe overall annual and quarterly organisafional performance for the 
2013/14 financial year. 
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The SDBIP includes the following indicators: 

• The revenue and expenditure projections per Vote per month. 

• Revenue projections by source. 

• Capital projects at a word level and monthiy capita! cashflow. 

• Quarterly Consolidated service delivery targets and performance 
indicators per Municipol KPA and IDP Objective. 

The SDBIP will therefore also empower the Executive Mayor, Council and 
other role-players to undertake their appropriate oversight and 
monitoring roles. The SDBIP will also offord the Executive Mayor (Mayorol 
Committee), Council Committees and the Municipol Manager the ability 
to meosure in-yeor progress on the implementation of the IDP Objectives 
and the Budget. 


1 .3. Components of the SDBIP 

The SDBIP is a layered plan and starts with a Multi-year Performance Plan 
os port of the IDP which is directly linked to the IDP Objectives. The 
2013/14 SDBIP will be informed by the Multi-year Municipol Performance 
Plan which serves os the “top layer” of the SDBIP and contains the 
Consolidated service delivery targets and in-year deadlines. 


This is illustroted by the diagramme below: 



Once the “top layer” SDBIP is set, senior management will develop the 
“lower layers” of detail supporting the SDBIP. These are the actual 
activities linked to resources (financial, equipment and human) to 
octuolly achieve the Consolidated service delivery targets within the 
opproved budget omounts on time. 
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The detail of the deportmental SDBIP’s will be used by senior managers 
to hold middle level and lower level managers accountable to 
contribute to the municipal targets. 

The following components forms part of the “top layer” SDBIP: 

o Monthiy Projections of Revenue to be collected by Source 

One of the most important and basic priorities tor any municipality 
is to collect all it’s revenue as budgeted tor - the failure to collect 
all such revenue will undermine the ability of the municipality to 
deliver on services. 

While these projections would be most useful as cash flow 
projections, it is also critical to onderstand the relationship 
between revenue billed and the omount octually collected in the 
context of tariff, credit control and indigent policies and any other 
relevant policies. Comprehensive, coherent revenue policies that 
take into account appropriate service delivery levels, standerds, 
ability to pay and collection efforts will ensure realistic revenue 
projections. 

Projections tor revenue by source should also include 
performance measures in relation to collection rates (amounts 
collected/amounts billed) to enable monitoring of the 
effectiveness of credit control policies and procedures. 

o Monthiy Projections of Expenditure and Revenue tor each Vote 

These projections relate to cash paid and should reconcile to the 
cash flow statement adopted as part of the budget 
documentation. 

The SDBIP show monthiy projections of revenue by vote in addition 
to revenue by source. This is done to review the budget 
projections against actual revenue and expenditure by vote in 
order to gain a more complete picture than provided by 
reviewing expenditure only. 

o Monthiy Projections of Consolidated Service Deiivery Targets 
and Performance indicators tor each Vote 

While the first two components indicate projections of budgeted 
amounts for revenue and expenditure, this component requires 
non-financial measurable key performance indicators and 
service delivery targets (including reduction of backlogs). The 
focus here is on outputs and outcomes, and not so much on 
inputs orinternal management objectives. 


o Detailed Capitai Works Pian broken down by Word over Three 
years 
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Information detailing infrastructure projects per word containing 
project description and anticipated capita! costs over the three 
year period. 


1 . 4 . SDBIP Link to Strategie issues in the iDP 

The Municipality endeavours to have a seamless link between IDP, as the 
strategie plan, the SDBIP, which operationalise the IDP and the Budget 
and the performance agreements of top and middle management - as 
well as to all levels of stoft. The latter process will be achieved during the 
span of the 2013/14 to 2016/17 IDP.

In reviewing the strategie objectives of the 5-year IDP (2012/13 - 
2016/17) in relation to the latest national and provincial strategies 
and plans - including the National Development Plan - it was found 
that the current strategie foeus of the IDP remains sound and eorreet 
and that the main ehallenge is aetual implennentation, not direetion. 

Sol Plaatje Munieipality must, during the remainder of this IDP eyele, 
eoneentrate on an aetion-oriented development programme that 
will see the fruition of its strategie objeetives.

2012/13-2016/17. 

To achieve this goal priority is given to the following key issues 
which inform the Municipality’s resource allocation and activities 
for the 2013/14 MTREF - and also aligns to the National 
Development Plan; 

• An Infrastructure led growth path in the local economy to 
ensure sustainable development 

• Concentrate on the Municipality’s core functions, nameiy

2.2.2 Funding the Capital Budget 

The Municipality’s Capital Budget con only be funded trom the 
following three sources, namely 
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o Own revenue (Capital Replacement Reserve) 

In accordance with Sec 18 of the MFMA only revenue surpluses from 
the previous financial year, that are cash backed and nat cammitted 
far any spending in the following year, can cantribute ta the capita! 
budget (CRR). Presently it is projected that a total of R 136,5 million 
can be allocated to the CRR over the next 4 years based on the cash 
flow projections indicated above. 


o Conditional Grants 

Funding is availed from National Treasury and Provincial Treasury tor 
service delivery prcjects with prescribed ccnditions attached to it, 
which inter alia means that the funding cannat be used far any ather 
purpose, except tor the approved projects as pertained in the 
business plan submitted. 

o Long term borrowings 

It is not anticipated at this stage that the Municipality will take up any 
new long term loans tor the remainder of this IDP Cycle.

The municipality has made significant strides in increasing cantribution 
from own funds towards Capital development, upgrading and 
refurbishment of 
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existing infrastructure assets. A declining trend is observed trom 
2014/2015 and 2015/16. This is as a result ot unpredictable future ot cash 
resources that will be available in those years. 

In the same breath, the municipality is in the process of negotiating the 
transfer of Health function to the province. This will avail an estimated 
amount of R25.14 million over the next three years which will be used to 
fund the capita! replacement reserve of the municipality. 

The following are highiighted trom the tabled budget of the 
municipality: 

o That the municipality has introduced a tariff tor the first 0-ókl of 
water. Fully subsidised water is extended to the verified and 
registered indigents 

o Service level tor electricity provision. Municipality provides a much 
higher level of service of 40amps to communities than the 
national norm of 20amps which has an impact on the quantity of 
the service that can be provided with the available grants 
received for these services. 

o High consumption levels by indigents households (especially 
water) thus resulting in debt accumulation 

The following Budget risks are also inherent in this financial plan that 
needs to be mitigated in finalising the 2013/14 MTREF Budget and the 
2013/14 Budget. 

o The increase in electricity bulk prices at a higher rate than the 
retail side. In 2013/14 there will be an 8% increase in the bulk 
purchase price for elecfricity while and increase of only 7% on the 
sales side has been approved. 

o The effect of the increases in personnel costs (SALGBC) 
agreement by a percentage above inflation 
o Collection from services as more and more households are 
becoming Indigent (15 000 targeted) 
o Slow development and growth throughout the City (ability to 
attract big investments to improve Standard of living and grow 
consumption/demand for services) 
o Confinuation of unfunded mandates

A Multi-Year Municipal Performance Plan seffing fhe necessary annual 
KPI’s and targets for each IDP Objecfive aligned to the key focus areas

This Multi-year Municipal Performance Plan (attached as Annexure 1) is 
aligned to the Municipal Development Strategy as well as the other 
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spheres of government's priorities. In this manner Sol Plaatje con ensure 
thot when it octuolly implement projects and complete operational 
activities that it will contribute to the overall priorities set tor the 
development of South Africa, and not only tor its local area.
